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TO CONGILIATE FILIPINOS 
None of the Principal Leaders Will 
Be Severely Punished. 


Disposition to Look Upon All Insur- 


gents as Outlaws and Bandits 


Has Disappeared.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Indications are 
numerous that the Administration is adopt- 
ing a more complete and thorough-going 
policy of conciliation toward the Filipinos 
than would have been believed possible a 
short time ago. Though the officials are 
indisposed to admit it, there is a feeling 
that a-more conciliatory policy at the be- 
ginning of the American sway in the Philip- 
pines might have been adopted with good 
results, and the Administration does not 
intend to have anything to reproach itself 
with in this respect now that peace has 
been restored. 

Judge Taft's investigations have resulted 
fin considerable information of value about 
the best policy to pursue and about the 
character and disposition of the people of 
-our new colonies. Gen. MacArthur is a 
strong advocate of conciliation, and has 
done much to persuade the Administration 
to take his view of the case. 

It is only a few months since people were 
speculating about the probability of Agui- 
naldo being hanged if he were captured. 
Not only does that sort of thing seem 
archaic now, but there is good reason for 
believing that none of the principal leaders 
of the Filipinos will suffer severe penalties, 
and this applies even to those charged 
with serious offenses. 

Many of the Filipino Generals who were 
charged with violations of the laws of 
War are now in the hands of the Ameri- 
cans, but none of them has been even 
tried for his alleged offenses. Among 
the leaders is Teodoro Sandico, who is 
said to have been the author of the proc- 
lamation calling for the massacre of the 
foreigners in Manila, the responsibility 
for which was wrongly placed upon Aguin- 
aldo. 

Gen. Cailles, styled ‘‘ the head hunter,” 
a short time ago regarded as a practical 
outlaw, and whose fate was to be certain 
death if he were captured, has surrendered, 
and he is now rendering every assistance 
to Gen. MacArthur. There seems to be an 
agreement between them, in pursuance of 
which the guerrilla leader is aiding the 
Americans in every way to establish their 
sovereignty. 

Gen. Cailles had difficulty at first in 
getting some of his men to surrender, be- 
cause of the lavish threats that had been 
made to the efiect that Cailles and his 
men were outside the pale of the law and 
must expect short shrift. ‘ Cailles then 
had a consultation with the American of- 

. fieers, and then assured the mén that the 
reports were false, and that they would be 
fairly treated by the Americans. There- 
upon they surrendered. There is little ex- 
pectation that Callles will ever be tried. 

It is not so long ago that there was a dis- 
position to regard all the insurgents as 
bandits and outlaws. That disposition has 
now. disappeared, and it is recognized that 
the majority of the Filipino leaders have 
conducted war upon a civilized plane. None 


of them will be molested, and many of 
them are now rendering powerful aid to 
the Americans. But the evident indisposi- 
tion to proceed to extremities with guer- 

Nas like Cailles, against whom the army 
Was lately so bitter, indicates a wider and 
more generous amnesty than had been ex- 
pected. 

The War Department officials say, when 
asked for an explanation of this leniency to 
the leading guerrillas, that these matters 
are all in the hands of the division com- 
mander. They account for the willingness 
of Cailles and others to surrender by say- 
ing that these guerrillas evidently believe 
they will get a fair trial. But if the 
charges which have been freely made 
against Cailles are true, a fair trial is the 
last thing he might be expected to desire. 

The truth is that there are two things in 
the way of wholesale and summary pun- 
ishment of guerrillas. One is that most of 
the charges of inhuman conduct are hard 
to prove, and generally turn out, when 
proved, to be the work of irresponsible sub- 
ordinates and not of the accused Generals. 
The other is that these Generals are men 
whose influence with the eons is so great 
that their summary punishment will great- 
ly retard the work of pacification. The 
latter reason would not weigh in the end if 
it were not supported by the first. 

Charges of inhuman conduct have been 
made against all the leading Filipino Gen- 
erals, even including Aguinaldo, and have 
turned out to be false, exaggerated, or dif- 
ficult to prove in a majority of instances. 
The probability is that punishment will be 
suspended in the case of the leading Fili- 

inos who are under suspicion of uncivil- 
zed conduct, and that their future treat- 
ment will depend upon their good behavior. 

An order received at the War Department 
cone shows that Gen. MacArthur a month 
ago liberated 500 prisoners to signalize the 
surrender of Gen. Mascardo, commanding 
fhe insurgent forces in the Province of Ba- 
aan and Zambales, and Gen. Lacuna, com- 
manding in the Provinces of Bulacan and 
Nueva Ecija. This is the second batch of 
prisoners turned loose by Gen. MacArthur, 
we first having been liberated shortly after 

e capture of Aguinaldo.

CONSTITUTION MEASURED. 


Figures Show Her to be Very Close to 
Designed Water Line—Had a 
Trial Spin Afterward.

NEWPORT, R. IL., June 24.—This morn- 
ing, John Hyslop, the official measurer of 
the New York Yacht Club, went on board 
the Constitution and measured her in. full 
racing trim with all conditions, as if she 
were to enter in races immediately. The 
water line measurement is 89.96. The offi- 
cial racing measurement as given out by 
Mr. Hyslop is 104.765 feet. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock, with Ralph N. 
Ellis, Newberry Thorn, John Hyslop, and 
Capt. Brownson of the battleship Alabama 
on board, Mr. Duncan gave orders to Capt. 
Rhodes to slip the moorings, and with the 
wind light from the southwest the Consti- 
tution got under way for the first time in 
four days, having been delayed in her 
tuning-up trial? by fog. She had all her 
working sails set, with staysail, No. 2 top- 
sail, and No. 4 jib. 

She beat out of the channel and stood out 
toward the lightship, where the wind was 
blowing lighter all the time, and Mr. Dun- 
can, evidently fearing he would have trou- 
ble in returning to his moorings before 


dark, the yacht was jibed and she came 
about. Her No, 1 spinnaker was used for 
the first time, but there was not enough 
wind to fill it, and the sail was taken in. 

Up the bay as far as the north end of 
Rose Island, the yacht stood, and then 
came about, and headed for her moorings, 
which she reached about 3:30 o'clock. The 
trial was a good one for the crew, and for 
the tests of both rigging and sails. These 
were highly satisfactory. The sea was flat. 

The lighthouse tender Cactus this after- 
noon laid the moorings in Brenton’s Cove 
close to those of the Columbia for the sloop 
yacht Independence, which is expected 
from Boston here for further tuning-up 
trials during the week. 


A PRIEST EXCOMMUNICATED. 


Father Murphy of Seward, Neb., Pun- 
ished by His Bishop—Trouble Due 
to His Sympathy with Ireland.

LINCOLN, Neb., June 24.—Bishop Bona- 
cum of this diocese of the Roman Catholic 
Church has excommunicated Father Mur- 
phy of Seward. His edict reads: 

“By virtue of the authority divinely giv- 
en to us, we likewise do excommunicate the 
said Rev. William Murphy from the society 
of all Christian people, and we exclude him 
from the threshold of the Holy Church in 
Heaven and upon earth.” 

The trouble of which the excommunica- 
tion of the priest is the culmination began 
fourteen years ago, when an edict was 


issued in Rome forbidding the collection 
of Land League dues at the church doors 
of Ireland. Several of the Roman Catho- 
lies of this city rebelled, saying that they 
might take their religion from Rome, but 
not their politics. * 

Father urphy was one of the recal- 
citrants. The result has been that -he has 
ever since been in trouble with the Bishop, 
who is a strict disciplinarian. 

Many of his parishioners side with Father 
Murphy, and a new church, independent of 
Rome, may be founded. 


NEGROES SHOT ON A TRAIN. 


Trouble Arose Because One of Them 
Would Not Give Seat to 
White Woman.

NEW ORLEANS, June 24.—Three ne- 
groes were shot and badly wounded, one of 
them fatally, in a Gulf and Ship Island 
Railroad train last night at Florence, Miss., 
because one of the negroes refused to give 


up his seat to a white woman who had 
just entered the car. 

The train was crowded with negroes, 
there being but few whites on it. The 
white men were standing, the negroes oc- 
cupying all the seats. When the white wo- 
man entered a farmer ordered a negro to 
give up his seat to her. The black refused, 
and the trouble started. 

When the firing ceased the whites had 
an entire coach to themselves. 


INDIANA AND THE TRUSTS. 


Foreign Corporation Law May Have 
Nullified the Law Against Com- 
binations of Capital.

INDIANAPOLIS, June 24.—A law passed 
by the last General Assembly of Indiana, 
known as the foreign corporation law, has, 
it is now believed, practically nullified the 
Cooper anti-trust law, enacted by the same 
Legislature. 

The foreign corporation law requires all 
corporations organized outside of the State 
and doing business in Indiana to file arti- 
cles of incorporation with the Secretary 
of State, naming the amount of capital in- 
vested in Indiana, and to pay a fée on 
that amount. The law says that when this 
affidavit is filed, the Secretary of State 
shall issue a license to do business in In- 
diana. 

Many large corporations have already 
complied with the law, and have received 


licenses, and the Steel Trust is expected 
to file its affidavit within a few days, as 
the Secretary of State has ordered it to 
do so. Secretary U. B. Hunt says he will 
issue the license to this corporation as soon 
as it files its affidavit. 

[t is held by local corporation attorneys 
that the issuing of a license bars a prose- 
eution under the anti-trust law, and the 
Attorney General's department contends 
that it gives to foreign corporations rights 
in Indiana, whereas they had none before 
this law wes passed. 


JUDGE DENOUNCES A WOMAN. 


Latter Committed Bigamy, and Tried to 
Keep Second Husband’s Property. 
BALTIMORE, June 24.—Probably a more 

severe denunciation of a woman in an opin- 
ion frofm the bench was never heard than 
that by Judge Dennis of the Circuit Court 
to-day in the case of Margaretta E. Soelky 
against Christian E. Soelky. 

Soelky was married to Mrs. Soelky while 
she had another husband living. Believing 
her to be legally his wife, he transferred to 
her a house which he owned. She then left 
him, and, as a married woman, filed a pe- 
tition in court asking the appointment of a 
trustee for this, her property. Soelky aft- 
erward asked for the annulment of his 
marriage, and that the property be de- 
clared his own, on the ground of fraud and 
bigamy. Judge Dennis granted his prayer 
of relief, and in the course of his opinion 
scathingly arraigned Mrs. Soelky for her 
conduct in general, concluding as follows: 

“ Altogether a combination and a form, 


indeed, at whose approach a court of equity 
instinctively holds its nose.’’ 
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HANNA MEN WIN IN OHIO 


Victorious in First Battle of the 
State Convention. 


Their Choices Selected as State Com- 
mitteemen—Hanna to be Chair- 
man and Speak To-day. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, June 24.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention convened here this 
afternoon with a large attendance. At the 
conferences during the forenoon, interest 
centred in the control of the new Statet 
Committee, the construction of the plat- 
form, and the fight that the State Anti- 
Saloon League was making against the 
revomination of Lieut. Gov. Caldwell. The 
issues on Caldwell and the resolutions are 
still being agitated to-night, but the con- 
test for State Committeemen resulted in 
what is called a victory for the Hanna 
men, which include the friends of Gov. 
Nash and others. The result assures the 
re-election of Congressman Dick as Chair- 
man of the State Executive Committee. 

Charles Foster, ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, ex-Governor, ex-Congressman, and 
for many years a delegate at large to Na- 
tional Conventions, was defeated for mem- 
ber of the State Central Committee be- 
cause of his opposition to Senator Hanna. 
Ex-Gov. Bushnell had been elected as a 
delegate, and had been made Chairman of 
the Clark County delegation, but at the 
meeting of the delegates of his district it 
was informally announced that he would 
not attend the convention. His friends 
gave some very pointed reasons for his 
absence. After his defeat, Charles Foster 
vehemently addressed the delegates of his 
district on cliques and intrigues, and on 
the dangers of ‘local imperialism." 

While the Hanna men captured all the 
committees, they gave special attention to 
the Committee on Credentials as well as to 
the State Committee, so that none of the 


Daugperty contesting delegates could be 
seated. 

The large auditorium was crowded at 4 
o'clock, when the Glee Club entertained 
the sweltering delegates. Senators Foraker 
and Hanna were toudly cheered as omer 
came upon the stage together. Nearly all 
the Ohio Republican Congressmen and 
members of the Legislature and other lead- 
ers were seated upon the large platform, 
over which were displayed the portraits of 
Gov. Nash and Senators Foraker and Han- 
na. Among those occupying seats upon 
the stage were Dr. José C. Barbosa and 
Dr. José Gomez Brioso, members of the 
Executive Council of Porto Rico, who are 
on a tour of Governmental inspection. 

Senator Foraker was intrdfiuced as the 
temporary Chairman of the convention. 
He was most enthusiastically received. In 
opening, he declared that while this was 
merely a State election, it was most im- 
portant, in that it would, on account of the 
coming redistricting of the State, have its 
effect on National questions. The tmpor- 
tance of this election, he said, is accentu- 
ated by the shifting and vaccilating course 
of the Democratic Party in abandoning old 
issues and créating new issues at each suc- 
ceeding election. 

Mr, Foraker then referred to the attitude 
of leading Democrats toward the recent 
decision of the-Supreme Court in the Porto 
Rican cases, and said: 

“ That decision -will~never be reversed. 
Men may denounce it and rave about it, 
but as the years go by its wisdom, ben- 
eficeneé, and sound judgment will stand 
out more and more conspicuously. 

“When men talk about overthrowing the 
Supreme Court decisions in the Porto Rican 
cases, they are striking also at the Philip- 
pines and are raising issues that not oniy 
affect the vital character of our Govern- 
ment, but also affect the wages of every 
man in the United States who eats his 
bread in the sweat of his face. 

“It seems surprising that any party 
could take such a position, and yet it is 
just like the Democratic Party to do so, 
tor during the last fifty years it has never 
conceded to the General Government any 
disputed power, nor struck one lick for 
labor, It was the enemy of labor when it 
upheld slavery, by which all labor was dis- 
graced and degraded. It was the enemy of 
labor through al! the years of its opposi- 
tion to a protective tariff by which we 
saved the labor of this country from com- 
petition with the underpaid labor of Eu- 
rope. It is the enemy of-labor now in its 
contention that we have no power to pro- 
tect the wage workers of America from 
cheap labor of our possessions in the 
tropics and the Orient, and yet we hear, 
year after year, Democratic appeals for the 
electcral support of the wage workers of 
our State and country, based on the as- 
sumption that the Democratic Party is the 
special friend and guardian of all who toil. 

“The laboring men of this country are 
men of brains, of intelligence, of judgment, 
of keen memory, and of good associations, 
and, therefore, they have denied these ap- 
peals; they will deny them again, for they 
know that if Democratic ideas prevail, 
presperity will vanish and the pride and 
giory of the hour will turn to shame and 


humiliation. 

“Whatever else we may be,” said Mr. 
Foraker in conclusion, ‘‘let us be Amer- 
icans, and be worthy of the events 
with which we are associated. This is a 
great history-making epoch. Except only 
Washington and Lincoln, no President has 
had such opportunities as have fallen to 
McKinley. Not one has escaped him. All 
have been improved to the honor and glory 
of the Republic. All his achievements are 
the Nation's. His fame is ours. It fills the 
earth. All races honor and applaud him. 
The single note of discord is here, at home, 
among ourselves, under our own flag. It 
misrepresents the American people. It mis- 
represents the people of Ohio. Their ver- 
dict in November will so declare.”’ 

The convention adopted rules submitted 
by Congressman Dick, and then the Vice 
Presidents, Assistant Secretary, and mem- 
bers of the various committees from the 
twenty-one Congressional districts were 
announced and the convention adjourned 
until 10 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

The Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion to-night selected Senator Hanna for 
permanent Chairman and continued the 
rest of the temporary organization. Sena- 
tor Hanna will address the convention on 
taking the chair to-morrow. The new 
State Committee organized with P. W. 
Durr as Chairman and Martin Slater as 
Secretary. 

The Committee on Credentials to-night 
approved of the action of the State Central 
Committee to-day and seated the Marchant 
delegation, instead of the Daugherty dele- 
gates from Fayette County. Harry M. 
Daugherty, known as the _ anti-Hanna 
leader, and who was a candidate for the 
Gubernatorial nomination two years ago, 
made a strong appeal and afterward en- 
tered a vigorous protest against the pro- 
ceedings of both the State Central Commit- 
tee and the Committee on Credentials. 

Lieut. Gov. Caldwell caused a stir to- 
night by announcing that he would not be 
a candidate for renomination. This ended 
(he conferences that have been in almost 
continuous sessions the past two days. 
When Caldwell declined renomination 
George B. Cox, Chairman of the Hamilton 
County delegation, suggested State Sen- 
ator Carl Nippert of Cincinnati, and there 
is now no doubt that Senator Nippert 
will be nominated for Lieutenant Governor. 
He is referred to as one of the few Ohioans 
who declined a Federal appointment. Pres- 
ident McKinley offered him a Consulate, 
which he declined. A forecast of the ticket 
indicates the following:

biles on Several Lines.

OMAHA, Neb., June 24.—The days of that 
picturesque figure in Western life, the gal- 
lant, if profane, stage-coach driver, are 
drawing to a close. Much of the brilliancy 
of that gentleman was diminished with the

The 
horseless coach will weigh 1,500 pounds, be 
operated by a ten-horse-power gasoline en- 
gine./and travel a hundred miles a day. It 
will be built exactly like the regular covered 
stage coach of the mountains, and will car- 
ry nine passengers and their baggage. It 
will be in operation in six weeks.

STRIKING MINERS FIRE 
ON DEPUTY MARSHALS 


Open Resistance to “ Government 
by Injunction.” 


DEPUTIES PUT TO FLIGHT 


Mob in West Virginia Coal Field Defies 
Judge Jackson—Armed Strikers 
in Mountain Passes. 


HUNTINGTON, West Va., June 24.—To- 
day a posse of Deputy United States Mar- 
shals, led by A. C. Hufford of Bluefield, 
were fired’ on by the striking miners and 
forced to flee from the coal fields at Mate- 
wan. Yesterday afternoon the deputies; 
under the leadership of A. C. Hufford, set 
out from Bluefield to reach the scene of 
the miners’ riots. 

When they arrived within twenty miles 
of Thacker they found that they could pro- 
ceed no further by rail on account of the 
flood. They struck out across the mount- 
ains, and late Sunday afternoon reached 
their destination. They began serving no- 
tices of the injunction which had been ts- 


sued by Judge Jackson, and which forbids 
the strikers from interfering with work at 
the collieries or trespassing on the com- 
panies’ grounds. 


A mob of armed strikers followed. On 
all sides could be heard the cry ‘“ Down 
with government by injunction!’ Men 
threatened them with their weapons, wo- 
men called down the vengeance of heaven 
upon them, and children hurled stones. 
When nightfall came notice had been 
served on the strikers of all the coal com- 
panies but one, and that was to be served 
at the Lick Fork Coal and Coke Company 
at Thacker. Fearing an ambush, they 
waited until morning, and early to-day set 
out for Thacker. ; 

Shortly before noon they attempted to 
serve the injunction papers at the colliery, 
A mob followed, enraged to desperation at 
the sweeping character of the injunction, 
One reckless man fired the first shot and 
the mountain sides echoed with resounding 
reports that followed the crack of twenty 
or thirty rifles. The deputies were forced 
to take refuge in flight and then barely 
escaped with their lives. 


The strike situation is assuming a critical 
stage. Sheriff Hatfield has withdrawn all 
his deputies, because it is said he does not 
believe in the policy being used to put 
down the strike. The United States Mar- 
shals have been left alone, and, after being 
chased from the fields to-day, it is believed 
that they will be strongly reinforced and 
ready to fight when they again appear to 
enforce the injunction. 

Tug River divides West Virginia from 
Kentucky. On each side the mountains 
are almost perpendicular, and the entire 
distance from bank to bank is not more 
than 500 yards. On the mountainside of 
West Virginia the collieries are located. On 
the Kentucky side there ate on)y mountain 
paths. Strikers almost a thousand strong 
have crossed over into Kentucky and are 
occupying the mountain passes, where they 
are out of reach of the deputies and com- 
mand the entrances to the collieries. 

The strikers express hatred and contempt 
for the Marshals, and it is. said that at 
the mass meeting at. Thacker on Saturday 
night they decided to ignore the injunc- 
tion. 


PLAINFIELD STRIKERS QUIET, 


They Find a New Workman and Pay 
His Fare Back to New York.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., June 24.—This uft- 
ernoon the strikers learned of one man 
who had come to seek employment in the 
Ponds Tool Works. They had heard one 
of the foremen of the shop engage the 
new-comer. Upon looking him up they 
found a German who pretended that he 


could neither speak nor understand Eng- 
lish. 

Finally, enough money _ was raised to pay 
the man’s fare back to New York, and he 
was sent from town- with no_ disorder. 
For the first time since the strike began 
the big gate near the foundry was opened 
for the thirteen men at work to leave 
the shop. 


ALABAMA MINE CONVENTION. 


Coal Operators and Men Meet to Ar- 
range Wage Scale for One Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 24.—The Ala- 
bama coal operators and miners met in 
joint convention this morning, and each 
side submitted scales for the year begin- 
ning July 1. That of the operators con- 
tained the following propositions: A mini- 


mum of 40 cents with pig iron at $8 a ton, 
and a maximum of 50 cents with pig iron 
at $11 a ton; no distinction between union 
and non-union labor. 

The scale proposed by the miners is a 
minimum of 45 cents with iron at $8, and 
regular increases according to rise of price 
of irom without limit. They also want an 
eight-hour day for day workmen except 
machinists, a semi-monthly pay day, ad- 
vance in price for. thin coal, and other con- 
cessions. 

The two scales are now before a joint 
scale committee. consisting of eight from 
each side. All decisions arrived at are to 
be unanimous. This committee will sit to- 
morrow, and the joint convention will meet 
again on Wednesday. The chances for an 
amicable settlement seem good, but some 
time will probably be consumed in argu- 
ment. -

Ex-Mayor Not in a Company to Lend 
Money to Jacksonville Sufferers.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 24.—Some 
time ago the statement was made tn Jack- 
sonville that a number of New York capi- 
talists were engaged in organizing a com- 
pany with-the view to lending money.to 
citizens of Jacksonville at a rate of 4 per 
cent.,. to be used by them in rebullding 
their burned homes.

I received a ietter from 
Mr. Call, to which I replied that I could 
not take part in his proposed company, but 
thst I would be glad if he should find 
others who would be willing to co-operate 
with him."’ 


FORGETFUL CHURCH COUNCIL. 


Nebraska Body Did Not Legalize Ap- 
pointment of Bishop Coadjutor.

OMAHA, Neb., June 24.—When the Rev. 
A. L. Williams of Chicago was elected 
Bishop Coadjutor of this diocese, it was 
necessary to amend the canons of the 
Church, inserting the words ‘ Bishop-Co- 
adjutor’’ and prescribing his duties and 
powers. The preiiminary steps were taken 
iast year, but canons must lie over for one 
year before final action can be taken.

This 
is the reason why a special Council of 
the Church in Nebraska has been called to 
meet in Trinity Cathedral, Omaha, on July 
10. 


ANTS DESTROY PAVEMENTS. 


Burrow Under Brick Blocks in the 
Streets of Council Bluffs, lowa.

OMAHA, Neb., June 24.—A curious men- 
ace to brick street paving has come to light 
in Council Bluffs, Iowa. Numerous ants 
began burrowing into the sand beneath the 
bricks and removed so much of it to other 
and unknown quarters that the city en- 
gineer was called in to repair damages. 
One street was made unfit for travel for 
several blocks. 

While investigating what was going on, 
the officials witnessed a battle between an 
army of red and black ants. The latter 
were intrenched in their home, when the 
former made a raid upon them, routing and 
driving them out. The reds swarmed 
across the street and moved in solid array 
some fifty feet down the avenue, there 
attacked the enemy, broke into their home, 
and carried off a large number of eggs. 
The battle was sanguinary, and lasted fully 
half an hour. 


FATAL ACCIDENT AT NIAGARA. 


Man Engaged in Painting Bridge Over 
Gorge Dashed to Death. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., June 24.—A lad- 
der on which were three men engaged in 
painting the iron work of the steel arch 
bridge over the Niagara gorge slipped from 
its fastenings this afternoon. 

One of the men was dashed to death on 
the bridge abutments, his body falling into

FLOODED VALLEY 


Loss of Life in the West Virginia 
Disaster Unknown. 


ESTIMATED FROM 50 TO 200 


Officials of Norfolk and Western Rall 
way Expect to Reopen Line in a 
Few Days—Rushing Work of 
Repair and Relief. 


ROANOKE, Va., June 24.—Such reports 
as have reached this place from the storm- 
swept coal regions in West Virginia leave 
the loss of life by the flood a matter of 
conjecture. The most conservative esti- 
mates of the number of dead range from 
50 to 200. One of the officials of the Nor- 
folk and Western Road places the number 
drowned at seventy-five, and the property 
loss at $500,000. Others say the damage to 
property will amount to many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. Miles of railroad 
track have been washed out, and great 
gulches have been created. 

Trains on the Norfolk and Western Rail- 
way are running from Bluefield and Ennis, 
West Va., which places are just outside 
the territory visited by the cloudburst. 
One train reached here this afternoon. 
Persons having friends or relatives in 
the coal fields and the coal opera- 
tors here who have large financial 
interests in the devastated strip had 
been anxiously awaiting the arrival 
of the belated train. These persons mak- 
ing inquiries concerning relatives and prop- 
erty have been besieging the railroad and 
commercial telegraph offices since early 
this morning. The wires all being down 
west of Bluefield, save one wire which 
goes through to Ennis, but is being used 
by the railroad, prevented the public from 
getting any additional particulars as to the 
extent of the flood. 

The devastated section covers an area of 
about twenty miles west of Bluefield. It 
is a very narrow valley, not much wider 
than a broad street in some places. Coal 
mines are located all along the road. Key- 
stone, the town reported to have been sa 
greatly damaged, and at first believed to 
have been wiped out of existence, is a vil- 
lage of between 2,000 and 3,000 people, and 
is built along the narrow valley and on the 
sides of the bluffs. There is a creek whicn 
runs through the town, over which most of 
the houses*are built on piles and rock- 
work. This creek runs ima zigzag way 
through the narrow village, and has a grad- 
ual fall. The mountains on either side loom 
up for hundreds’of feet, and the town is se 
narrow in places that one is obliged to gc 
into the middle of it to see the sky. 

KEYSTONE A DEATHTRAP. 

Persons familiar with the situation of 
the town said it would be a deathtrap if 
the flood was as heavy as reported. Yet 
they reason that, occurring in the day- 
time, there was no reason why many 
people should have been caught in the en- 
rush of the maddened waters. All reports 
agree that between 200 and 500 houses were 
swept away in the Elkhorn Valley, but 
of course not all the occupants were 
drowned. 

J. W. Grotty, a fireman on the Norfolk 
and Western Road, who lives in this city, 
received a message yesterday from Blue- 
field that his father, mother, one sister, 
two brothers, and sister-in-law, with her 
two children, were lost in the floods Sat- 
urday at Keystone. They lived in the 
centre of the town. A _ neighbor wha 
escaped the flood informed Mr. Crotty at 
Bluefields on Saturday that he saw the 
Crotty house move off in the waters. 

Mr. E. H. Stewart, a well-known furni- 
ture dealer in this city, witnessed the 
storm and traveled on foot nearly the 
whole of the route devastated. Mr. Stewart 
had been to Jamestown, N. Y., on business 
and was returning via Columbus. When 
his train reached Vivian, W. Va., about 
9 o'clock Saturday morning, water already 
covered a large portion of' the station yard 
and the trainmen knew that no further 
progress could be made. The train was 
placed at the highest point in the yard. 
Rain fell in torrents, and while in the 
train Mr. Stewart saw about thirty cars 
washed from the tracks and carried away 
by the rushing waters, large trees up- 
rooted nearby, while houses, bridges, and 
furniture went whirling by. As the flood 
increased the water cut a channel on the 
other side of the train, leaving it between 
two streams. Then it was decided to take 
out those passengers who wished to leave 
the train, and a rope was attached from 
the platform of one of the cars to a tree 
on the bank. Among the passengers was 
a woman who, with the assistance of sev- 
eral men, was gotten safely to the bank. 
A number of men had narrow escapes from 
drowning in making the trip. 

There was a let up in the rain, and the 
flood subsided about noon, and at 1 o'clock 


Mr. Stewart and another passenger left 
the train and started to the next station 
Keystone, five miles’ distant. Several 
bridges and much of the track had been 
washed away, and the trip was made with 
great difficulty, a portion of the way on 
the track and the balance on the bluffs 
along the route. 


DEAD ALONG THE ROUTE. 


Mr. Stewart says he saw a number of 
bodies along the route, but does not think 
more than forty persons were drowned. 
When he reached Keystone about 3 o’clock 
he found that many buildings had been 
washed away, and it was estimated that 
along the whole route of the storm between 
200 and 300 houses had been wrecked, but 
the occupants of many of them had es- 
caped to the hills. At Ennis, the station 
was washed away, and yesterday, when 
Mr. Stewart left, the safe had not been 
found. He walked from Keystone to Ennis 


esterday, and was taken from there to 

luefield, arriving in Roanoke to-day. 

An official telegram from Ennis says the 
water came in a wave and so sudden that 
eople could not get out of the way of it. 
The water rose to a height of six feet in 
thirty minutes. 

The railroad company is rushing mate- 
rial and supplies to the Elkhorn Valley. 
One hundred and fifty laborers came in 
over the Roanoke and Southern to-day on 
an extra train and went West, and nearly

FIFTY BODIES FOUND. 
BLUEFIELD, West Va., June 24.—Details 
of the flood in the Pocahontas Flat Top 


coal region are slowly drifting into this 


town, which is twenty-five miles south of 
the scene of the disaster. Fifty bodies 


have been found. 
Thousands of persons are homeless and, 


it is feared, are without food, or at the 


best with only food enough to last at most 
several days. Relief trains are running be- 
tween this city and the stricken district, 
and everything possible is being done to 
relieve the suffering and destitution. 


TUG RIVER’S GREAT RISE. 


Fear of Heavy Damage to Lumber 
Plants and Collieries. 
HUNTINGTON, West Va., June 24.~—The 
high water in the Tug River caused by the 
storm along its headwaters on Saturday is 
unprecedented in the history of that re- 
gion, and the damage to property along the 
Elkhorn and Dry Fork and down the Tug 
River to its mouth is believed to be very 

heavy. 

The cloudburst occurred near the head- 
waters of the Elkhorn and Dry Fork Riv- 
ers, whose confluence near Welch forms 
the main Tug River. Though both of these 
streams were swollen far beyond any pro- 
portions which they were ever before known 
to assume, thé former,one, which is trav- 
ersed by the -NorfolK dyidjfWestern Rail- 
way for about twenty, mills, was by far 
the highest. Along the” coal regions of 
the Elkhorn and thejaumbroys big lum- 
ber plants lower: down bak, gars were 
swept away and are lodged against the 
mountain sides, and in a_ few instances 
were carried down the Tug River and below 
the falls. Many of these cars were loaded 
ready to be moved, and with their cargo 
they are practically a total loss. All the 
Jumber plants, and there are many of them, 
are losers, 

At Jaeger Station the river rose to the 
height of 31 feet inside of three hours, del- 
uging every house in the little town and 
washing away many buildings. Ritter’s 
oawnaiiis at Panther are reported to have 
been destroyed. 

The Twelve Pole River is rising, and no 
trains of any kind have been able to go 
further east than Dingess, and no wire is 
in working order beyond that point. Much 
live stock has been drowned. Among the 
drift and débris which fill the rivers are 
numbers of horses, cattle, and hogs. Sev- 
era] horses with saddles and bridles were 
seen to float by. 

It is reported that many box cars floated 
out at the mouth of the Big Sandy, which 
had come from the line of the Norfolk and 
Western. It is almost certain, instead, that 
these came from the Big Sandy branch of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio, as Greffy’s 
Creek, twenty miles above Louisa, is said 
to have been higher than it was ever known 


before. 
GOV. WHITE APPEALS FOR AID. 


Not Directly to Outside Sources, but to 
Citizens of West Virginia. 


CHARLESTON, West Va., June 24.— 
After a consultation late to-night with Sec- 
retary of State Dawson and Adjt. Gen. 
Baker, Gov. White issued the following ap- 


peal to West Virginians only: 
‘‘Bxecutive Department, Jun®@ 24. 

“To the Citizens of West Virginia—An 
appalling disaster by flood has overtaken 
the people of the Flat Top coal region. The 
loss of life and property is very great. 
While I am as yet without definite infor- 
mation, undoubtedly great destitution and 
suffering will follow. Aid is required to 
care for the sick and the destitute and 
bury the dead. Generous gifts of money 
are urgently needed’ with, which necessary 
supplies can be purchased. Contributions 
may be sent by wire or otherwise to- the 


Adjutant General at Charleston, or any 
bank at Bluefield. He gives twice who 


gives quickly.” 

The Governor also sent the following 
reply to the telegram received to-day from 
Gov. Nash of Ohio: 

“Your telegram of this date gratefully 
received. There is no question that an ap- 

alling disaster has overtaken the Fiat 

op coal fields. I have been unable as yet 
to open up wire communication with the 
field and cannot give you authentic in- 
formation until messengers dispatched 
reach there. I hope to hear to-morrow. 
The suffering undoubtedly will be eat.

MANAGER JOHNSON HOPEFUL. 


Railway Official Says the Main Line 


Will Soon Be Open. 

President Henry Fink of the Norfolk and 
Western Railroad received a telegraphic re- 
port from General Manager Johnson yester- 
day afternoon. Mr. Johnson at the time the 
message was sent was out on the line of the 
road on a tour of inspection, and Mr. Fink 
could not say just what the extent of his 
investigation had been, as he had communi- 
cated with the New York office through 
the Roanoke office. The substance of the 
report was that the first reports from the 


scene of the disaster were exaggerated so 
far as the loss of life was concerned. 

‘So far as I am able. to. judge,’’ said Mr. 
Johnson, “ not smore noe @ixty persons 
were drowned on the North Fork of the 
Elkhorn. It is impossible to give the exact 
number. The water came in waves so that 
people had no chance to escape, and there 
was a rise in the Bikhorp, at six feet in 
thirty minutes. The railroad is washed out 
in spots, but we expect to get the main line 
open as far as Vivian by to-morrow (Tues- 
day.) Within a few days the entire main 
line will be open to traffic. 

“The coal mines have not been flooded 
to the extent at first reported, and in 
fact some of them will be ready to resume 
shipments by the middle of the week. 

‘““On the North Fork Branch the outlook 
is not so encouraging. There the greatest 
damage was done. Long stretches of road- 
bed were washed away, and many trestles 
were destroyed. The work of repairing 
has already begun.” 

“T attribute the comparatively light loss 
of life,’ said President Fink to a New 
Yorx Times reporter yesterday, ‘“‘to the 
fact that the country is essentially devoted 
to mining. There are few farms, and there- 
fore the people did not live down in the val- 
leys through which the flood swept. For 
this same reason the loss will fall heaviest 
upon the railroad and upon the mines. No 
crops were destroyed to speak of. I sup- 

ose, though I have received no specific 
nformation, that further down there was 
considerable timber lost."’

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FIRST INTERNATIONAL 
TRUST FORMING 


It Will Supply Nearly the Whole 
World with Salt. 


Probably Will Be Capitalized at $50,000,- 
000—Yearly Output Will Be About 
6,000,000 Tons. 


The plans for the first international trust 
to be actually launched are almost ready 
for announcement. An official of the Na- 
tional Salt Company said yesterday: 

“A plan for an international salt com- 
pany has been under advisement for some 
months, and has practically come to a head. 
The company will include the Salt Union of 
England, the Canadian Salt Company, and 
the National Salt Company. 

‘““When formed it will supply Japan and 
China, as well as the United States, South 
America, Great Britain and her golonies 
and Continental Europe with salt, practi- 
cally the entire world, excepting Russia and 
barbarian peoples, 

“Its production will range from 5,000,000 
to 6,000,000 tons of salt a year, of which the 
National will furnish about one-third. 

“The Salt Union of England owns wells 
in the Cheshire district in England. The 
National Salt Company owns wells and 
mines of salt_in the States of New York, 
Michigan, Ohio, Kansas, Texas, and Lou- 
isiana. The Canadian Salt Company owns 
wells in the Province of Ontario. 

“The company will be the first interna- 
tional trust ever: formed, and will probably 
be capitalized at not less than $50,000,000. 
Mr. McDowell in England and President 
Archibaid 8. White of the National Salt 
Company have had to do chiefly with the 
plans.”’ 

The Standard Oil interests are understood 
to be behind the whole plan. One of the 
schemes is said to be the manufacture of 
sea salt in Porto Rico, this salt, of a coarse 
grade, being good for curing fish. 

The National Salt Company was incorpo- 
rated under the laws of New Jersey in 
March, 1899, and acquired the business of 
the National Salt Company of West Vir- 
ginia, which company was the distributer 
of the products of thirteen companies in 


New York State. These companies pro- 
duced at the time of the consolidation over 
90 per cent. of the evaporated salt from 
brine by artificial heat manufactured in 
this State. 

All of the companies which were ac- 
quired transferred to the new corporation 
their good-will, patents, trade marks, and 
all other property, taking in payment there- 
for not less than 55 per cent. in the stock 
of — new company and the balance in 
cash. 

In October, 1899, the National Salt Com- 
pany acquired the leading salt concerns in 
Ohio and Michigan and obtained by con- 
tract the salt produced at other plants in 
this State, thus acquiring control of about 
94 per cent. of the evaporated salt output 
of this country east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains, and increasing its annual output from 
6,300,000 barrels to about 10,000,000 barrels. 

On April 4, 1900, the Spanish-American 
Salt Company was incorporated under New 
Jersey laws, with a capital of $3,500,000 
and in the interests of the National Salt 
Company. Through the formation of this 
company the business 6f the Salinera-Es- 
panola Company, which controlled practi- 
cally the entire evaporated salt output of 
Spain and Italy, was acquired. The output 
of tne Salinera-Espanola Company had 
proviowny been sold in large quantity in 
Newfoundland, and controlled the salt 
trade of British Columbia and Buenos 
Ayres, where the salmon industry is among 
the chief pursuits. 

The capital stock of the National Salt 
Company consists of $5,000,000 7 per cent. 
non-cumulative preferred stock and $7,000,- 
000 common stock, all of which is outstand- 
ing. 


KILLED BY TWO TRAINS. 


Were Going in Opposite Directions, and 
Painter on Elevated Road Was 
Thrown Back and Forth 
Between Them, 


John J. Peggin, a painter, forty years 
old, employed by the Manhattan Elevated 
Railway Company, was killed instantly 
yesterday morning by one of the com- 
pany’s trains at Ninety-fourth Street and 
Third Avenue. 

Peggin, together with other painters, was 
painting the elevated structure at this 
point when he had occasion to go to the 
top of the structure for a pot of red lead. 
He saw an express train coming south on 
the centre track at full speed, so hurriedly 
stepped over on the north-bound track in 


front of a local train. The locomotive of 
the north-bound train struck him, throwing 
him against the express train. He was 
thrown back and forth until his body had 
been mangled horribly. 

A hurry call was sent for ambulances, but 
they were not needed. The company sent 
down a flat car, and on it the body was 
taken to the ey Street yard, and 
thence to the Eighty-eighth Street Police 
Station. William 8S. Gordon, the engineer 
of the locomotive of the north-bound train, 
was arrested and taken before Coroner 
Zucca, who paroled him in the custody of 
counsel to await the inquest. 


KILLED SISTER AND HIMSELF. 


Boston Photographer, Apparently De- 
ranged, Attempted to Take 
Three Lives. 


BOSTON, June 24.—Richard Freedman, a 
photographer, this afternoon shot and 
killed his sister Rosa, twenty-one years old, 
attempted to kill his sister Helen, seven- 
teen, and then kiiled himself. Freedman’s 
sisters left him recently because of out- 


breaks of temper on his part after an at- 
tack of illness. 

While on the street to-day they saw 
Freedman in a doorway. They ran, and he 
did the same, loading a revolver. When 
within a few yards of the elder sister, 
Rosa, he fired a shot, killing her instantly. 
He then fired at the younger sister, but 
missed. She dropped to the pavement, hav- 
ing fainted. Apparently thinking he had 
killed both, Freedman fired a shot into his 
chest, which did not kill. A second bullet 
reached the heart and caused death. 

The doctor who had been treating him 
says that Freedman was insane. 


CARS GO OVER EMBANKMENT. 


Two Persons Killed and Forty Hurt in 
a Wreck in Pennsylvania. 


PITTSBURG, June 24.—Train No, 23, on 
the Pittsburg and Lake Erie, was wrecked 
at Monaca, about thirty miles west of here, 
this evening, and two persons are dead and 
fully forty hurt. From passengers it 
is learned that the train, while going at 
a very high speed, ran into an open switch 
at Monaca and the entire train went over 
an embankment some twenty-five feet 
high. Every car was turned over, two of 


them going over twice. The coaches were 
well filled with passengers, and the wonder 
is that there were not more fatalities. ; 

As soon _as the news of the wreck reached 
the city Superintendent Yohe summoned a 
corps of physicians and took them to the 
scene on a special relief train. This train 
returned here with the dead and a number 
of the injured, when another train was at 
once dispatched to Monaca, which gives 
currency to the report that many more are 
hurt than as yet made known. 


ELEVATOR SINKS; MAN DROWNED, 


The Clark No. 2, Struck by Gust. of 
Wind, Suddenly Turns Turtle. 
ELIZABETH, N. J., Jane 24.—One person 
was drowned and several had narrow es- 
capes by the turning turtle of the big coal 
elevator known as “Clark No. 2,”’ in the 
Staten Island Sound yesterday. The 
drowned man was a_ colored steward, 

whose name is not known. 

The elevator was under her own steam, 
bound for New York. When she had pro- 
ceeded a short distance from the dock here 


a gust of wind struck her and she turned 
over and soon sank. All the crew succéed- 
ed in os with the exception of the 
steward, who was caught.in s9me Ww. 
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carried down. The body was recovered and 
taken to Staten Island. . 

The Clark No. 2 was designed to unload 
coal from vessels with an endless chain 
and buckets. The elevator was built by 
the Nixon Shipbuilding Company at Eliza- 
bethport.

ALABAMA AND LYNCHINGS. 


Constitutional. Convention Amands Sec- 
tion as to Trial and Punish- 
ment of Sheriffs. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 24.—Phe sec- 
tion relating to.a Sheriff's tenure of office 
and suspension from office and impeach- 
ment when he permits a prisoner to be 
taken from him and Iynched was reconsid- 
ered by the Constitutional-Convention to- 
day and one of its features stricken out. 


It now reads as follows: 


A Sheriff shall be elected in each county by 
the qualified electors thereof, who shall hold his 
office for a term of four years, unless sooner 
removed, and shall be ineligible to such office 
as his own successor. Whenever any prisoner is 
taken from jail or from the custody of a Sheriff 
or deputy and put to death, or suffers grievous 
bodily harm owing to neglect, connivance, cow- 
ardice, or other grave fault of a” Sheriff, such 
Sheriff may be impeached under Section 2 of 
Article VII. of the Constitution, and the Gov- 
ernor, when satisfied, after hearing the Sheriff, 
that he should be impeached, may suspend him 
from office for such time as he may think 
proper until the impeachment proceedings ‘are 
finally disposed of; and such Sheriff, when im- 
peached, shall not hold any other office during 
the time for which he has been elected. 


GOVERNMENT SUES W. A. CLARK, 


Disputes Senator’s Title to 10,000 Acres 
of Land in Montana. 


HELENA, Montana, oe 24.—United 
States District Attorney Rodgers to-day be- 
gan an action in the Federal Court against 
United States Senator William A. Clark, 
in which the Government seeks to have 
set aside patents for about 10,000 acres of 
valuable timber land, now under control 
of the Senator. 

The Government claims that the lands 
were taken up within the last three years 
under the timber and stone act by persons 
who, contrary to law, filed on them for 
speculative purposes, knowing that they 
expected to dispose of them to Senator 
Clark or his agents.

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DE LUR-SALUCES ON TRIAL 


He Is Charged with Treason Be- 
' fore the French Senate. 


No Public Excitement— The Marquis 
Refuses to Reply to President 


Fallieres’s Questions. 


PARIS, June 25.—The Senate assembled 
yesterday afternoon in its capacity as a 
High Court of Justice to try the Marquis 
de Lur-Saluces, the well-known Royalist 
and ex-member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, who returned unexpectedly to Paris 
last month, after having been condemned 
in January, 1900, in default of appearance, 
to ten years’ banishment from France for 
treason. The President of the Senate, M. 
Falltéres, presided. ‘The Marquis, escort- 
ed by two Guards, appeared at the bar of 
the House to answer the charge of com- 
plicity in the crimes of high treason and 
attempts against the safety of the State, 
for which MM. Dérouléde, Buffet, Marcel- 
Habert, and Guérin were condemned. 

Although there was no crowd around the 
Palace of the Senate, and it was evident 
that the trial was not arousing the ex- 
citement the Marquis anticipated when he 
returned to Paris, great precautions were 
taken. Two companies of Republican 
Guards and large detachments of police 
were stationed in the vicinity of the palace. 

There were a number of smartly-dressed 
women in the audience, including the 
‘white lady’’ who appéared at the Drey- 
fus trial. 

After rejecting the plea made by coun- 
sel for M. de Lur-Saluces to the effect 
that the Senate Court was illegal, because 
it was not composed of all the members 
of the Senate, the names of witnesses were 
called. Among those who answered were 
M. Lépine, the Prefect of the Paris police; 
Gen. Zurlinden, M. Trarieux, Senator from 
Gironde; Gen. Chamoin, and Major Cuignet, 
while M. de Freycinet, ex-Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, and others who were sum- 
moned by the defense sent their excuses. 

The remainder of the session was occu- 
pied by two monologues, one by the Mar- 
quis de Lur-Saluces, and the other by Pres- 
ident Falliéres. 

The Marquis began by reading a long 
Statement in the nature of a political in- 
dictment of the Government, in which he 
spoke of the Fashoda incident, the finan- 
clal bankruptcy of France, the Dreyfus 
trial, and the campaign against the army. 

M. Falliéres requested the speaker to keep 
within the limits of the present trial. 

M. de Lur-Saluces concluded his address 
with these words: 

“IT see in this High Court of Justice not 
Judges, but political adversaries. You can 
punish me by force, but not by right.” 

M. Falliéres then began his monologue, 
in which he reviewed the charges against 
M. de Lur-Saluces in a series of questions, 
to which the Marquis vouchsafed no word 
in reply. Finally M. Falliéres asked the 
Marquis why he fled across the frontier. 
The defendant remained silent. The trial 
was then adjourned until to-day, and it is 
said that the proceedings will be concluded 
to-morrow. 

The Courrier du Soir in its issue of last 
srening predicted the acquittal of the 
Marquis, saying that the High Court per- 
sisted in its determination to punish only 
the leading actors in the treasonable action 
against the State, and to extend its dis- 
dainful indulgence to the supernumeraries. 


PARK BEAR CLAWS BOY. 
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Youngster Was Inside the Guard Rail 
and Bruin Was After His Peanuts. 


William Schwitzer of 195 Scholes Street, 
Brooklyn, went to the menagerie at Central 
Park yesterday with his five-year-old son, 
John, to see the animals. The younger 
Schwitzer took more interest in the grizzly 
bears than in any other animals and be- 


came possessed of an intense desire to feed 
them something. He had a bag of peanuts 
all ready for just such an emergency, but 
there is a screen fence about four feet high 
running around the bears’ cage, and he 
could not reach over this obstruction.

M. de Witte Regards Mr. Gage’s Inter- 
pretation of the United States 
Law as Unljustified. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 24.—On compe- 
tent authority it can be stated that the 
Russian Ministry of Finance regards Secre- 
tary Gage’s explanation of the petroleum 
question to be beside the point. 

Russia has adopted reprisals in the form 
of increasing duties on American goods 
for the second time, not because a certain 
shipment of petroleum was taxed at an un- 
duly high rate because it was not accom- 
panied with a certificate as to its origin, 
but because Russia does not admit the cor- 
rectness of Secretary Gage’s interpretation 
of the tariff laws of the United States, 
Section 626 of these laws places naphtha 
and the products of naphtha on the free 
list unless the country whence they are 
exported charges duty on similar articles 
from the United States. Russia does not 
admit that these laws authorize the col- 
lection of a tariff oh paraffine made in 
Great Britain from Russian naphtha, as 
decreed by Secretary Gage in his circular 
of March. 

According to the Russian press, this cir- 
cular is generally regarded as the answer 
of the Unite@ States in the matter of the 
Russian reprisals, and this opinion has 
never been corrected. 

The impression has been conveyed that 
the hope of Secretary Gage that Secretary 
of State Hay will succeed in explaining 
these matters to the satisfaction of M. de 
Witte will be vain. If further action 
against Russian trade is taken by the 
United States, Russia’s answer will follow 
in due season, 

i, speaking of these matters an official 
said: 

‘The entire trade of the United States 
with Russia can be lost while awaiting 
the decision of the courts and unless the 
matter is hastened. I understand that the 
case comes before the lower court next 
November. The Americans are apparent) 
not in a hurry to resume a business whic 
is now falling into the hands of the Ger- 
mans.”’ 

When asked if there was danger of Rus- 
sia imposing further reprisals on Amer- 
ican goods as a hint to the Government of 
the United States to hasten the settlement 
of the matter, the official said: 

“Up to the present time your agricult- 
ural machinery has not been affected.” 

The official expressed his opinion that 
action in the matter was needed and that a 
revival of the subject would cost American 
commerce far more than the discriminating 
duties, which are scarcely noticeable in 
the selling prices of light hardware, fine- 
grade machinery, and togls. The majority 
of the consumers of such &rticles have but 
recently heard of these discriminating 
duties. 

Americans in St. Petersburg are of the 
cpinion that the affair will never be ended 
to the satisfaction. of American exporters 
through Russian initiative or concessions. 


LONDON, June 24.—A dispatch to a news 
agency from St. Petersburg purports to 
quote M. de Witte, the Russian Finance 
Minister, as saying that the statement is- 
sued by Secretary Gage in explanation of 
the United States Treasury Department's 
action in imposing countervailing duties on 
certain Russian products shows that the 
question is not fully understood by that 
statesman.

DUKE OF MANCHESTER’S DEBTS 


Mr. Zimmerman Makes It Possible for 
His Son-in-Law to Offer 12s, 6d. 
in the Pound. 

LONDON, June 24.—Eugene Zimmerman 
of Cincinnati has put his son-in-law, the 
Duke of Manchester, in a position to make 
an offer to the Duke's creditors of 12s. 6d. 
in the pound. 

A meeting will be held on Thursday to 
consider the proposal. 


The bankruptcy of the Duke of Manches- 
ter was announced last September. The 
Duke had come of age in 1898, but .found 
the estates so heavily incumbered that 
they paid him nothing. The estates are en- 
tailed, or they would doubtless have been 
sold before the present holder of the title 
was born. 

At the tiise that the Duke announced his 
bankruptcy he said that the estates just 
sufficed to pay the interest on the loans. 
After he became of age his relatives al- 
lowed him £70 a month, but he had been 
spending £1,500 to £2,000 a year. 

Considerable difficulty was found in get- 
ting together a statement of all the Duke’s 
liabilities. When he first appeared before 
the Registrar he said that he could onl 
remember £15,000 that he owed, although 
he admitted that his debts might amount 
to much more. On Nov. 23 the Mabilities 
were put at £37,000 and the assets as £7,545. 

After the Duke married Miss Zimmerman 
his creditors agreed to various adjourn- 
ments of the bankruptcy proceedings, being 
encouraged to take this course by the an- 
nouncement that Mr. Zimmerman, the 
Duke’s father-in-law, would investigate the 
claims. No definite assurance was, how- 
ever, given that Mr. Zimmerman would pay 
the Duke's debts. 

After the Duke secures his discharge in 
bankruptcy he will be allowed to take his 
séat in the House of Lords.

RUSSIA’S TARIFF ACTION | SAYS A WAR IS NOW USELESS. 


Russian State Councilor’s Conclusions 
from a Study of the South 
African Campaign. 


LONDON, June 25.—An interesting paper 
by Jean de Bloch (a Russian Councilor of 
State) on the lessons of the Transvaal war 
was read at the United Service Institution 
yesterday afternoon. 

M. de Bloch asserted that the South 
African war had proved that military serv- 
ice, as practiced to-day, was absurd, and 
that the sacrifice made on the Continent to 
support conscription,.was unnecessary. The 
war showed that the theatrical spectacles 
called manoeuvres were in no way related 
to real warfare. One of its most remark- 
able features was the constant impossibil- 
ity of determining the enemy's position. 
This was not attributable to British defect- 
ive reconnaissance, but to the new condi- 
tions of war. 

It was not, said M. de Bloch, mistakes 
made by the British or the qualities of the 
Boers, who had shown an entire lack of ra- 
tional strategy and tactics, which produced 
the results seen, but smokeless powder and 
long-range, quick-firing rifles, which in- 
volved dispersion and invisibility to a de- 
gree unheard of formerly, and to the pose 

ility of providing riflemen with a larger 
number of cartridges. The action of ar- 
tillery in South Africa had been generally 
absolutely contemptible against an in- 
trenched enemy. 

The main lesson, continued M, de Bloch, 
was that a successful outcome of a war of 
aggression could not be hoped for against 
any great power, still less against allied 
powers. No results could be obtained in a 
great European war. Consequently it had 
become impossible to wage war decisively. 


The British Defeat at Waterkloof. 


CRADOCK, Cape Colony, June 24.—The 
detachment of the Colonial Mounted Rifles, 
which was attacked by the Boers at Water- 
kloof on June 20, when the British lost 
fourteen men killed and wounded, and 
sixty-six men were captured by the Boers, 
was pursuing Commandant Malan, when 
Gen. Kritzinger surprised the Rifles’ camp 
at Waterkloof while the colonial troopers 
were saddling up. The fight lasted two 
and a half hours, 


English Athlete Dies from Wounds. 


LONDON, June 24.—Jieut. G. L. Green-

CHINESE IMPORT DUTIES. 


British Minister at Peking the Only 
Foreign Representative Opposing 
Proposal to Raise Them. 
LONDON, Juné 25.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Peking, dated June 24, says 
that all the Ministers of the foreign powers, 
with the exception of Sir Ernest M. Satow, 
the British Minister, have agreed to the 
Russian proposal to increase the Chinese 
tariff on imports to 10 per cent. in the 
event of a deficiency in the means of pay- 
ment of the indemnity. Sir Ernest declares 
that Great Britain will only consent to 
such an increase in return for the total 
abolition of the likin tax on internal com- 
merce and other conditions tending to the 

improvement of trade. 

he correspondent points out that the 
indemnity demanded by the powers from 
China does not represent the real amount 
of the money penalty inflicted on China, as 
no allowance has been made for the rich 
hauls of treasure in Manchurian cities, the 
contents of the Tien-Tsin arsenals secured 
by Russia, and the large sums which Ger- 
many has secured by systematic raiding of 
Pe-chi-Li and other provinces. 


CHINA TO SUPPLY WORLD’S COAL. 


Gen. Julius F. Stah! Says that Will Be 


the Case in the Future. 

Gen. Julius F. Stahl, who rendered serv- 
ice in the civil war, has just returned from 
an extended tour of China and Japan and 
was at the Hoffman House yesterday. He 
thinks there is a great field for capital in 
China, and that in years to come it will 


be the source of the world’s supply of 


coal. 
Gen. Stahl strongly commends the course 


of the American and Japanese troops in 
China, and declares that the policy of the 
United States officers there will prove ot 
great value to this country In its commer- 
cial intercourse with the Orient. The Gen- 
eral left for Washington last night.

Autopsy Showed that as the Cause, In- 


duced by Splintered Bones. 
From The San Francisco Examiner. 

And now the dog is subject to appendi- 
citis. At least Dr. Willlam Cooper Biden- 
muller of this city claims to have made a 
discovery to that effect while performing 
an autopsy on the remains of a favorite 
pet. 

“When the animal died,”’ said the physi- 
cian, ‘“‘ I was not satisfied with the cause of 
his taking off and made a careful autopsy. 
I was assisted by a veterinary surgeon, and 
we had not been long at our task when it 
became evident that death had resulted 
from acute appendicitis. 

‘The dnimal had been ill for a year, and 


in reviewing his symiptome I can see that 
they were identical with those of hum 
who suffer from recurrent attacks of t 
disease. Of course I did not at first think 
of a dog suffering from anything of this 
sort. There was no record of such a dis- 
ease among animals. 

‘* Splintered bones caused my dog’s death, 
and while I am not a veterinary, I have 
come to the conclusion that bones are not 
the best diet for canines.

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ADELBERT S. HAY T0 BE 
BURIED IN CLEVELAND 


The Funeral Party Passed Through 
This City Last Night. 


On Its Arrival in Cleveland the Body 
Will Be Taken to Lakeview Ceme- 
tery Without Delay.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jane 24.—At 7:10 
o'clock this evening the body of Adelbert 
S. Hay, who was killed by a fall from a 
third story window of the New Haven 
House. early Sunday morning, was started 
on the journey to Cleveland, Ohio, where 
the funeral and interment are to take place. 
In the party accompanying the body were 
Secretary of State Hay, Mrs. Hay, mother 
of the dead man, the Misses Hay, his sis- 
ters, and Clarence Hay, a younger brother. 

Arrangements for the departure from 
New Haven had been perfected during the 
day while the members of the family who 
came here yesterday were awaiting the 
arrival of the mother and of Miss Alice 
Hay, the youngest daughter, from New- 
burn, N. H. Mrs. and Miss Hay reached 
the city at 5:30 o'clock, and entering a car- 
riage were driven directly to the Mosely 
Tesidence in Wall Street. 

There the mother and father met. After 
the sad greeting Col. and Mrs. Hay, with 
their daughters and son, entered the quiet 
room where the dead lay. For a few min- 
utes only they remained, and then the cas- 
ket was closed, to be opened no more. All 
the members of the family went through 
the trying ordeal calmly. Secretary Hay 
had apparently recovered in large measure 
from the prostration of the preceding day, 
and Mrs. Hay and her daughters, although 
showing evident traces of their sufferin®s 
when they came out of the house an hour 
later, bore up well. 

Immediately after. the closing of the 
casket the body was taken to the railroad 
station and remained there in the baggage 
room in the care of Harfy Payne Whitney 
and Robert R. Hitt, classmates of the de- 
ceased, until the two special cars for the 
party were run onto the siding near by. 
About 7. o'clock the family, with Mr. and 
Mrs. Wade of Cleveland, arrived from the 
Mosely home. The. casket, inclosed in a 
massive box of polished mahogany, had al- 
ready been taken from the baggage room to 
a combination mail and express car, where 
it rested on the floor, nearly hidden by a 
profusion of palms and potted plants. 

None of the mass of flowers had been 
Prought from the house, and nowhere in 
pil of the doings of the two days was the 
agiesire for simplicity on the part of the 
distinguished party more manifest than 
here, at the beginning of the last journey. 
When the family arrived, Secretary and 
Mrs. Hay at once sought seclusion in the 
drawing room car attached to the one in 
which the body lay, but the younger mem- 
bers of the party, with Mr. and Mrs. W ade, 
walked up and down the platform until it 
should be time for the train to leave. As 
the express pulled into the depot. on_ the 
main track, they entered the car, which 
B00n after was speeding toward New York. 

At that city a close connection will be 
made, so that the party will reach Cleveland 
ta-morrow shortly aftet noon. On arriving 
they will go at once to the Lakeview Ceme- 
tery. and in the chapel there will be held 
the Mast rites.

W. E. MELODY WINS A POINT. 


Justice Gaynor Grants Him a Stay of 
the Order to Turn Over Books 


to Jacob Brenner. 

Justice Gaynor, in the Supreme Court, 
Breoklyn, yesterday, granted the appeal of 
William E. Melody for a stay of the order 
of Justice Maddox. This order requires 
Mr. Melody to surrender the books and 
‘papers of the office of Commissioner of 
Jurers in Kings County to Jacob Brenner, 
who was appointed to succeed him by the 
Justices of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court. Mr. Melody, it is now be- 
lievec. will remain in possession of the of- 


fice until the end of the year or until tk 
Court of Appeals passes upon the case. 

Robert H. Elder, counsel for Mr. Melody, 
ecutended that the office of Commissioner 
of Jurors was a county office, and could 
not be filled by appointment by the Jus- 
tices of the Appellate Court, who are State 
officers. The act passed by the last Legis- 
lature, providing for the appointment of a 
Commissioner of Jurors by the Justices of 
the Appellate Division, he contended, is 
unccnstitutional. 

Justice Gaynor sustains these conten- 
tions. In granting the stay he cited, in his 
opinion, numerous authorities to show that 
the Constitution of 1894 did not create a 
new office out of the office of Commis- 
sicner of Jurors, which has existed since 
1858. Also, that the extension of the duties 
of the Commissioner to the filling of juries 
for the Supreme Court did not change the 
character of the office as a county office, 
in the constitutional meaning of the term. 
STRIKERS ATTACK FOREWOMAN. 


Two Girls Pull Her Hair in Presence of 
a Crowd on Broadway. 


Emma Ginsberg and Nora Schriner, both 
of Madison Street, wefe locked up in 
the Macdougal Street Station last evening 
charged with assault by Jena Fiedman of 
67 Hartford Street, East New York, and 
Benjamin Rosenberg of 150 East One Hun- 
dred and Tenth Street, both employed by 
the National Shirtwaist Company of 309 
Canal Street, which is near Mercer Street.

PLAGUE ON A BRITISH SHIP. 


Steamer Carlisle City Held in Quaran- 
tine at San Diego. 
WASHINGTON, June 24.—Surgeon’ Gen- 
eral Wyman of the Marine Hospital Service 
to-dey was informed by Dr. McKay, quar- 
antine officer at San Diego, Cal., of the ar- 
rival at that port of a plague-infected ship. 


The vessel is the British steamer Carlisle 
City, which sailed from Hongkong on May

SMALLPOX AT ROCKAWAY. 


Eleven-Year-Old Boy Thought to Have 
It, So Hotel Was Quarantined and 


Boarders Vaccinated. 


Walter Deaves, a pantomime performer, 
and his wife appeared in the office of the 
Department of Health in Brooklyn yester- 
day with their eleven-year-old son, Edwin, 
and asked that:the physicians of the office 
examine the boy. Deaves and his wife, up 
to a week ago, were stopping at Coney 
Island. “While there their sixteen-year-old 
daughter Loretta fell ill with smallpox and 
was removed to North Brother Island. 


Soon afterward Deaves and his wife went 
to Rockaway Beach with their little son. 
They put up at a small hotel on Seaside 
Avenue. 

Yesterday Deaves and. his wife came to 
Brooklyn to find out when their daughter 
wove be discharged from the hospital on 
North Brother Island. The boy, Edwin, 
had been complaining of feeling ill, and 
they brought him with them to have the 
doctors of the Health Department examine 
him. he physicians found that the boy 
showed what they thought were symptoms 
of smallpox, but of so mild a character 
that they could not determine positively 
that it was smallpox. The boy was sent 
to a hospital for purposes of observation. 

Police Capt. Louis Kreusher of Rockaway 
Beach was informed of the case and he 
sent policemen to the hotel where the 
Deaveses were stopping and placed it un- 
der quarantine. Health Officer Lusk of 
Queens went to the hotel later with his 
assistants and vaccinated the eleven per- 
sons who were found there.

Transport’s Deck Above Water When 
* Vessel Slipped and Sank Again. 

The wreckers at work on the army trans- 
port Ingalls, which careened in dry dock 
in the Erie Basin on June 14, had partially 
succeeded in raising the ship yesterday 
when she slipped off the keel blocks and 
sank again. No one was injured and little 
or no damagei was done to the ship, it was

The Merritt-Chapman Company had been

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
the big steam derricks began slowly to 
raise the ship, and had got the deck above 
the water when she suddenly slipped and

Divers who were sent down to ascertain 
the cause of the trouble reported that the 
keel of the boat had slipped off the blocks 
on which it rested. Preparations were at 
once begun for a second attempt to raise 
the transport, which will be made to-day.

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GEN. SICKLES ANSWE 
COMMISSIONER EVANS 


Repeats that He Ought to be Re- 
~ moved from Office. 


“Disclaims Responsibility for the Failure 
to Keep Ante-Election Promises 
Made to Veterans. 


“The veterans demand that Pension 
Commissioner Evans shall not be retained 
in office, and I say ‘Amen,’ Gen, Daniel 
E. Sickles remarked to a TimEs reporter 
yesterday. 

The term of Commissioner Evans expired 
last March, but his successor has not been 
appointed. The fact has caused much in- 
dignation among veterans, and a statement 
by. ‘‘ Corporal’’ James Tanner that Gen. 
Sickles had a written pledge that Mr. 
Evans would be retired was doubted by 
the Commissioner and his friends and 
awakened interest in the matter all over 
the country. 

Last Saturday a reporter for THE NEW 
York Times saw Gen. Sickles at his resi- 
dence, 23 Fifth Avenue, and asked him 
about the document. The General under- 
standing his visitor to inquire whether he 
had a letter from Mr. Evans stating his in- 
tention to resign, answered that he had no 
such letter. Then Gen. Sickles, as stated 
in THE Times on Sunday, declared Com- 
missioner Exans unfit to fill the position 
he holds and made other statements. These 
remarks were discredited by Commissioner 
Evans, who pronounced Gen. Sickles one of 
his warmest friends, and declared he must 
have experienced a great change of heart 
if he had made the remarks attributed to 
him. Commissioner Evans telegraphed 
Gen. Sickles concerning the interview, to 
which Gen. Sickles yesterday replied: 


I am correctly reported, with one exception, 
which I have rectified in an interview given to 
a TIMES reporter this afternoon. 


During the last Presidential campaign 
Gen. Sickles was requested by the Repub- 
lican National Committee to take the 
stump in the interest of McKinley and 
Roosevelt. Replying to the invitation, Gen. 
Sickles wrote to Senator W. B. Scott, a 
member of the Executive Committee of the 
National Committee, that it would be use- 
less for him to accept unless he received 
assurances that Commissioner Evans would 
not be retained in office and that there 
would be certain legislation beneficial to 
the veterans. The pledges asked for were 
made in a letter from Senator Scott to Gen. 
Sickles on Sept. 29, 1900, and on the 
strength of them Gen. Sickles made certain 


romises on his campaigning tour. That 
etter Gen. Sickles produced yesterday. 

After reviewing the matter and relating 
what he considered outrageous acts on the 
part of the Pension Office, Gen. Sickles dic- 
tated the following statement: 

“ The attention of Gen. Sickles was called 
to the statement made in THE TIMES about 
the understanding between him and the 
National Committee before the late Presi- 
dential election in regard to the retention 
in office of Commissioner Evans. 

““Gen. Sickles informed the reporter that 
he had received such assurances from thé 
National Committee in September last as 

* authorized him to state that Commissioner 
Evans would not be retained in office after 
the expiration of his term in March, 1901. 

‘‘TuE,TIMEs’s report of a conversation 
with Gen. Sickles published on Sunday was 
written under a misapprehension. Gen, 
Sickles understood the reporter to inquire 
whether or not he had received a letter 
from Commissioner Evans announcing his 
intended resignation. To this inquiry Gen. 
Sickles replied that he had not received 
any such letter. The remainder of the 
statement of Gen. Sickles’s views as pub- 
lished on Sunday Gen. Sickles reaffirms 

“as accurate. 

“‘Referring to what was published on 
Sunday as coming from Gen. Sickles with 

. reference to the retention in office of Com- 
missioner Evans, Gen. Sickles said yester- 
day that he had always entertained a high 
persone? regard for Commisstener Evans; 
that he had attended the National En- 
campments in 1899 and 1900 at Philadel- 
phia and Chicago, and had opposed any 

_ declaration by those encampments hostile 
to Commissioner Evans; that he had never 
doubted for a moment the desire of Com- 
missioner Evans to discharge the duties of 
his office conscientiously; that while he 
differed with Commissioner Evans in his 
constnuction of certain pension laws, and 
did ‘not coincide in the severity with which 

msion applications were-treated in the 

ension Office, he believed that as remedial 
statutes they were entitled to the most lib- 
eral construction tending to carry out the 
beneficent purpose of their enactment. This 
was, after all, only a difference of judg- 
ment and never lessened the respect Gen. 
Sickles: felt for the rectitude of the Com. 
Senin 

“ Nevertheless the fact is, unhappily, that 
the veterans of the country with almost 

_, unanimity *regard Commissioner Bvans as 
an unfit man to fill the office of Pension 
Commissioner. He has a brigade of Inspec- 
tors who travel all over the country with 
the main object of defeating pension appli- 
cations for one technicality or another. He 
never sends an Inspector anywhere to as- 
sist a worthy soldier or a soldier's widow 
to collect evidence to obtain a pension. His 
disposition is rather to defeat applications 
than to facilitate their success. He does 
not appear to believe that the pension laws 
were enacted to fulfill the pledges made by 
Lincoln that the soldier and his widow and 
pe a would be cared for by the Govern- 

Commenting further on this phase 
question, Gen. Si@kles said: 7 eames 

This pledge of Lincoln’s, accepted by 
the veterans and ratified by public senti- 
ment all through the war, is the north star 
of every Commissioner, of Pensions, and un- 
less ‘he believes it and acts upon it he is 
not fit for his office. Commissioner Evans 
has narrated to me in his office a hundred 
cases, instances in which his perspicacity 
and skill have baffled and defeated pension 
applications. I never once heard him ex- 
press any pleasure he had found in facili- 
tating the application of a worthy soldier 
or soldier’s widow. 

“It is a grave misapprehension to sup- 
ose, as many people do, that the demand 
or the retirement of Commissioner Evans 
comes mainly from the pension agents. I 
am hot much acquainted with these gentle- 
men, as I only know two or three of them 

rsonally. My information comes to me 
n letters received every day from veterans 
all over the country. he truth is that my 
typewriter is occupied more than an hour 
every day in answering such letters. 

““ My belief is that, with perhaps a dozen 
exceptions, Commissioner Dvene could not 
obtain the signatures of five veterans in any 
Grand Army post in the country favoring 
his retention in office. 

“The veterans gave the decisive vote 
that elected President McKinley in 1896 and 
1900. They feel, and I know their senti- 
ments from personal intercourse with them 
and by correspondence, that he should re- 
spect their wishes in at least one of his ap- 
pointments, and that is in the selection of 
an honest, upright, capable successor to 
Commissioner ay ene. *

EVANS MAY | REMAIN IN OFFICE. 


His Friends Say the President Will 
Not Be Bound by the So- 
Called “ Pledge.” 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—Republicans 
here who have been opposed to any change 
in the Pension Bureau that will let down 
the bars and bring on a repetition of the 
scandalous conditions that compelled the 
removal of Commissioner Tanner, say that 
the production of the so-called ‘“ pledge”’ 
must inevitably defeat the very purpose in 
view in producing it. The National Com- 
mittee, it is maintained, has no authority 
to usurp the power of the President in ad- 
vance of his election, or to make bargains 
for him, with or without his approval, to 
do either a good thing or a bad thing, and 
the publication of what is asserted to be a 
promise by the National Committee, that 
a bad thing shall be done, cannot bind the 
President for an instant. 

It is asserted by the friends of Commis- 
sioner Evans that the production of proof 
that any members of the National Com- 
mittee promised Gen. Sickles that, at the 
command of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, a public officer would be removed 
by the President, after his conduct of the 
office had been cordially approved and sus- 
tained by the. President, may compel the 
President to refuse to remove him at all, or 
even to permit him to leave the office he 
holds, lest his departure from it may be 
construed to be a compliance by the Presi- 
dent with a bargain that he would not have 
made and cannot possibly sanction.

CAILLES KEEPS HIS SWORD. 


Gen. Sumner Returns the Weapon to 
the Filipino General—incidents 


of the Surrender. 

SANTA CRUZ, Pzrevtfice of Laguna, P. 
I., June 24.—When Gen. Cailles surrendered 
here to-day, with 650 men and 500 rifles, he 
entered Santa Cruz to the music of native 
bands, which were drawn up in six lines 
in the churchyard. Cailles and his staff 
entered the church, where mass was cele- 
brated by Chaplain Hart of the Eighth 
United States Infantry. 

The column passed in review before the 
United States Army headquarters, with 
arms at port, returned to the convent in- 
closure there surrendered their rifles, and 
reccived receipts entitling them to thirty 
pesos each. All the receipts were deposited 
in the hats of Cailles and his officers, 


Cailles insisting that the arms were not 
being sold, but belonged to the revolution- 
ary Government, and that the proceeds 
must go to the widows and orphans. Dur- 
ing the surrender of the arms Cailles and 
his staff, who were outside the inclosure, 
wept. 

The Filipino officers afterward walked to 
headquarters, where Cailles tendered his 
sword to Gen. Sumner, who gallantly hand- 
elit back. Gen. Sumner also handed back 
the revolutionist flag, which Cailles will 
personally present to Gen. MacArthur. 
Gen. Sumner congratulated Cailles on his 
surrender, and the latter responded that 
it was a happy day for Laguna Province. 
The President of the Federalists in iLa- 
guna made a patriotic address to the Fili- 
pino officers, and then the latter and the 
rank and file of the Filipinos took the 
oath of allegiance publicly on the plaza. 

Frank Mekin, the deserter of the Thirty- 
seventh Infantry, who had been acting 4s 
a Lieutenant with the insurgents under 
Cailles, and who surrendered to-day, was 
placed in irons. 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—Gen. MacAr- 
thur has cabled the War Department an- 
nouncing the surrender of,.Gen. Cailles in 
Northern ;Luzon, with 886 rifles, 4,000 
rounds of &4mmunition, and 600 officers and 
men. Gen. MacArthur also announces the 
arrival of the Lawton at Manila with Com. 
panies K and L of the Eleventh Infantry. 


CUBANS STILL WRANGLING. 


Notwithstanding Approval of Platt 
Amendment the Nationalists Will 
Work for Repeal. 


HAVANA, June 24.—The Republican and 
National Parties have signified their ap- 
proval of the Platt amendment. The Na- 
tional Party takes this action with the 
understanding that it will later use all 
possible legal means to effect the repeal of 
the amendment. ; 

Since the amendment was accepted by the 
Cuban Constitutional Convention strife has 
reigned within both parties,over a move- 
ment to indorse the action of’ the delegates. 
Juan Gualberto Gomez bitterly opposed 
this movement, and as a result of its ap- 
proval has resigned from the party and 
given up the editorship of La Patria, the 
party organ. 

The vote of the Nationalists is a com- 
promise. The party explains that it is in 
favor of the maintenance of order, and 
that it respects the amendment, which, 
owing to the action of the Constitutional 
Convention, is now Cuban law. The Na- 
tional Party will also’ co-operate toward 
the establishment of the Cuban Republic, 
but, faithful to its programme and revo- 
lutionary ideals, and et that 
the Platt amendment, as declared oY the 
party on solemn occasions, curtails Cuban 
independence and limits Cuban sovereignty, 
the party will employ all legal means in its 
power to obtain its repeal, And further, 
until this repeal is obtained, the National 
Party will oppose any interpretation of the 
amendment tending to pe?vert the purpose 
set forth in. the amendment by its actual 
wording, namely, the maintenance of Cu- 
ban independence. 


Chinese Scheme to Enter America. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Surgeon Glen- 
nan, in charge of the Marine Hospite#l Serv- 
ice in Cuba, reports to Surgeon General 
Wyman the recent-artival in Cuba of a 
number of Chinese, the majority of whomy 
he says, have come in bond from San Frans 
cisco, via New Orleans. Dr. Glennan says 
it is believed that most of them have eome 
to Cuba in order to gain entrance to the

27,000 Chinese in Hawaii. 


HONOLULU, June 16.—The registration 
of Chinese in Hawaii has been finished. 
The number registered is about 27,000. This

fact that many persons whose blood was 
partly Chinese took the precaution of reg- 
istering to insure their right to live in the 
country, while such were not put down as 
Chinese in the census.

AT LAST APPROVED

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Acting upon 
the unanimous recommendation of the na- 
val board of awards, Secretary Long to-day 
approved .the designs for the two medals 
provided for by Congress to commemorate 
the achievements of the United States 
Navy in the campaign in the West Indies 
during the Spanish-American war. Of these 
two medals the first is known as the bat- 
tle medal and the second as the meritori- 
ous service medal. 

In its report to Secretary Long the board 
points out that the battle medal is not 
conferred for services rendered in any.one 
engagement, but is intended for all of the 
men who participated jn the West Indian 
campaign. The board stgtes that it has 
placed Rear Admiral Sampson's profile 
upon the medal because he was Commander 
in Chief of the West Indian Squadron as 
Admiral Dewey's was placed on the Ma- 
nila Medal. The medal will bear upon the 
reverse the name, rank, and ship of the 
initial battle in which the recipient partici- 
pated and will not be distinctively a San- 
tiago reward. The additional battles will 
be represented by separate bars above the 
suspending ribbon of red, white, and blue, 
one bar for each battle. Thus in the case 


of an offiger with a record like that of 
Commander Richard Wainwright, the bars 
will be almost as conspicuous as the medal. 

The Sampson profile is taken from a 
likeness made just before the outbreak of 
the Spanish war. On the face of the medal 
the inscription reads: 


UNITED STATES NAVAL CAMPAIGN 
IN THE WEST INDIES. 
1898. , 
WILLIAM THOMAS SAMPSON, 
Commander in Chief. 


The suspending bar bears the American 
eagle above a design in oak leaves. 

‘he reverse of the medal portrays a 
scene on the gun deck of an American man- 
of-war in full action. Over the bulwarks 
and in the distance is the outline of a war- 
ship in full play. This is conventionalized 
—it may be anything from a battleship to a 
torpedo boat. Surrounding the pictute and 


on the rim of the medal is a laurel wreath.’ 


The Meritorious Service Medal is for 
those who have rendered distinguished 
service otherwise than in battle. The de- 
sign is a five-pointed star in open\work en- 
circled by a laurel wreath and supported by 
a bar, the whole backed by a red, white, 
and blue ribbon. On the face the five points 
of the star bear this inscription: . 
ant States Navy in the war with Spain, 


A fouled anchor fills in the centre of the 
star. The name of the recipient will be en- 
graved on the back. 

The board has decided and the Secretary 

of the Navy has approved the decision that 
the sailors and marines who were engaged 
in blockade duty shall-have the meritorious 
service medal as well as“the men who act- 
ually participated in the fighting. Every 
man in the navy who was in the West In- 
dian campaign at all, as either blockader 
or fighter, will get a medal of one kind or 
the other. Capt. R. R. Hobson and his men 
will get meritorious service medals, accord- 
ing to Secretary Long, for the Merrimac in- 
cident, and in addition they‘m@y receive 
battle medals when they can. Bhow that 
they were on vessels actually engaged in 
fighting. 
. The act of Congress required the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to designate the actions 
in. West Indian waters participation in 
which would entitle a saiJor.to a battle 
medal... This matter being referred to the 
board, they reported that the actions of 
that character were: Cardenas, Cienfuegos, 
Santiago, the cable cutting at uantankme, 
the engaa ements of the Newark under Capt. 
Goodrich, and of the St. Louis off Santiago. 
It also is held that officers of the American 
fleet who assisted in saving the lives of 
those on the Spanish'wrecks should receive 
meritorious service medals. 


NAVAL OFFICER REPRIMANDED. 


Secretary Long Carries Out the Sen- 
tence of the Court-Martial in Pay- 
master Martin’s Case. 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—Secretary Loflg 
to-day administered a reprimand to Pay- 
master John R. Martin of the navy, who 
recently was convicted by court-martial at 
the Philadelphia Navy Yard of a violation 
of the statute in regard to the use of Gov- 
ernment funds for private purposes. Mr. 
Long's letter makes some general state- 
ments as to the need of scrupulous care in 
handling Government funds. Tt says: 


The sentence does not appear to be adequate 
to the Mature of the offense, which is a plain 
and flagrant violation of a very salutary pro- 
vision of law with which every officer-is as- 
sumed to be familiar. The Court has, in dis- 
regard of a regulation (Article 1,840, Paragraph 
4) made in pursuance of the authority conferred 
upon ,the Secretary of the. Navy by statute, 
stricken from the charge the words* that char- 
acterize \your offense, although you had already 
pleaded guilty of ‘* scandalous conduct.”’ 

You are, however, gu of a serious offense, 
committed jn violation of law and regulation. 
The acts charged ‘were, in fact, an appropria- 
tion to your own use of public money Id by 
you in trust. It, was not even the ease cf 
money due you, bit not yet payable. Had you 
died or herwise left the service, there would 
have been a shortage. That you had resources 
or funds elsewhere at your command to maké 
it good is of no consequence. 

You refer to certain of the Advances as 
“trivial.” A breach. of financial trust or a 
misuse of .public funds is never trivial.” You 
also state that ‘overpayments to officers have 
been the rule rather than the exception through- 
out the service.’’ If so-and the department is 
advised that it-is not s0—you are hereby noti- 
fied that sucly practice must stop at once. Noth- 
ing can be ore demoralizing and conducive to 
fraud and defaication than to open the door, 
ever'so slightly, to such misuse of funds. 

Your previous good character and reputation 
cannot for a moment be regarded as a justifi- 
cation of your misconduct. It may be, and is, 
considered by the department in judging of 
your motive, but not in its condemnatjon of 
your offense. 

The accused officer is released from ar- 
rest and restored to duty, the court havy- 
ing recommended only a reprimand.

The predictions made last week by bullish 
cotton ‘interests that the new crop cotton 
would sell at 8 Gents before th® termination 
of the July deal was realized nearly yester- 
day on the strength of Texas weather re- 
ports, which showed a continued absence 
of rain in that section. ‘. August cotton 
opened at 7.92, and went to 8.02, closing at 
7.99 bid. 

The October options reached 7.70, a. net 
rise of 21 points, and closed at 7.65 bid, a 
net gain of 16 points. — 

The dry weather in Texas was said to be 
the one cause of anxiety on the part of the 
shorts in October deliveries. An officer of 
the Exchange after the close of the market 
said: 

“The activity to-day, which was greater 
than for some months, was due to the ab- 
sence of rain in Texas. A dry June is 
generally said to make a crop, but now it 
seems to be reversed, it being feared that 
a dry June will kill the crop. The last 
three weeks in Texas have been dry, and if 
one could forecast the weather for the next 
three weeks he could tell what the cotton 
market would be. The merchants here 
seem to be convinced that it is dangerous 
to be short, because of the chance that two 
short crop years may be followed by a 
third. However, nothing is certain, as it 
generally rains in Texas between June 25 
and Jyty 5.” ~ . 

About the only cotton for sale consisted of 
holdings on which there was a recently ac- 
crued profit. The market closed steady 
with prices from 15 to 18 points higher. 

The anxiety of many of the Exchange 
members as to the likely condition of the 
market two weeks hence was shown yester- 
day, when the proposition to close the Ex- 
change on Friday and Saturday, July 5 and 
6, was defeated by a vote of 45 to 65.

It in- 
cludes necessarily the right of organiza- 
tion on either side, but it excludes the 
right of either side thus organized to 
seek to injure the other within its 
legitimate field. The next logical step 
would be to seek to make organization 
on both sides mutually helpful. We are 
convinced that ultimately this will be 
the solution of the difficulties in which 
employers and employed have so long 
been involved. When organization is 
made the means for avoiding misunder- 
standing, for promoting on each part a 
thorough and candid consideration of 
the needs and wishes of the other, 
through early regular and systematic 
conference between the representatives 
of each part, we are confident that the 
rights and interests of both can be in 
great measure safeguarded. 

It is not an easy task. It presents 
whany difficulties in the temper and the 
lack of intelligence of both sides. Prob- 
ably the knowledge of how they can 
help each other will have to be acquired 
through further experience of hurting 
each other. yThat has been the story of 
such advance as has been already made. 
But we are convinced that in the long 
run it will come about. A good begin- 
ning will have been made when the in- 
evitable nature of organization is recog- 
nized on either side,’ and each tries to 
see how it can be used instead of how 
it can be destroyed or »weakened. That 
is something which is steadily progress- 
ing among the employers, with whom its 
progress was most needed. The recogni- 
tion will continue because the develop- 
ment of organization. will continue. 


@here is po stopping it, The problem is 


and will more and more be how the 
process can be utilized, not for conflict, 
but for co-operation. 


A RESPITE FOR THE GAMBLERS. 

Tammany opinion of Justice JHROME’S 
raids on the gambling houses was made 
known by the rage of Dmevgery. It was 
difficult for even that voluble official to 
find words of abuse fit to express his de- 
testation of this violent interference with 
a business from which there is much 
reason to believe that men prominent and 
powerful in Tammany—some of them 
perhaps holding places in the Police De- 
partment—derive a comfortable revenue. 

Since Justice Jerome, in consequence 
apparently of a change of purpose on the 
part of the Committee of Fifteen, was 
compelled to discontinue his search for 
evidence of police corruption in the gam- 
bling houses, things have looked bright- 
er for Tammany. Judge FosTprR was 
easy with the arrested gamblers, pro- 
nouncing ten-day sentences on some 
rather hardened members of the craft, 
and deciding, in direct opposition to the 
view adopted by Judges BEEKMAN, GOFF, 
and CowlinG, that violators of the excise 
law should have jury trials, which is just 
what they want. District Attorney PHIL- 
PIN continues to keep quiet, giving the 
impression_by the uneventful day-to-day 
story of proceedings in his office that the 
reformers’ yarns about the prevalence of 
vice and corruption in the city must be 
partisan inveations. Moreover, he has 
contrived to let it appear that he, too, is 
not in sympathy with Justice JpRomnr’s 
attempts to find evidence of police cor- 
ruption in the places where it is most 
likely to be accessible. 

Tammany was beginning to pluck up 
courage. But now the rumor is heard 
that a new committee muy be formed to 
support with funds and influence the 
policy of raiding the gambling houses so 
energetically and successfully carried on 
by Justice Jerome. This makes the out- 
look dark again. Gamblers who are not 
doing business cannot very" well make 
the monthly payments to the collector of 
the Gambling Commission. It is hard for 
the chiefs of Tammany to have their in- 
come cut down in the glad Summer time, 
when there are s0 many ways of spend- 
ing money pleasantly. Moreover, the 
raiders may at any moment find more 
checks to John Dée, carelessly left in 
safes, 

But we should say that’ decent people 
would hear with satisfaction that a com- 
mittee had been formed to back up Jus- 
tice JEROME in his practical and vigorous 
anti-Tammany work. 


STILL AT IT. 


There is nothing new in the latest at- 
tack of the pension attorneys on Com- 
missioner Evans except that they seem 
to have won over the venerable DANIEL 
E. SickLes, and to have induced him to 
take the thankless post of leader in their 
wholly disreputable movement. 

Exactly how far they can rely on this 
gentleman’s aid it is not easy to say. 
They were evidently a little precipitate 
when they counted on his indorsing their 
false statement that he had a promise 
‘in black and. white’ from the National 
Committee that Mr. Evans should be re- 
moved at the beginning of Mr. McKiIn- 
LEY’s term. He declares that he has no 
such promise. But he algo is reported to 
have declared his personal opinion that 
Mr. Evans ought to be removed, and his 
intentiog to “ fight” for that end. If that 
is really his opinion, it is contrary to 
previous statements of his, and we sin- 
cerely trust that he has been in some 
way misled. Despite many eccentricities 
in his career, Gen. SICKLEs has a reputa- 
tion that would suffer from his consort- 
ing with the pension sharks who are now 
trying to use him. 

Meanwhile we can only repeat our con- 
viction, often expressed, that the Presi- 
dent will not yield to the ignoble pres- 
sure brought to bear on him in such an 
offensive manner. No one knows better 
than he what the right administration 
of the Pension Bureau demands, what are 
the true interests of the veterans in it, 
and how completely these have been 
guarded and respected under Commis- 
sioner Evans. The Commissioner has 
done all that the law and a decent con- 
ception of official duty would allow him 
to do for the pensioners and the appli- 
cants for pensions. What he has refused 
to do is to make himself a party to the 
conspiracy of the pension agents at once 
to rob the Treasury and to cheat the 
veterans. We have too much confidence 
in the sense and honor of the President 
to think that he can be dragooned into 
disavowing and condemning an honest 
and capable public servant in order to 
advance the schemes of a lot of unscru- 
pulous fee-hunters, 


_MUTUAL AID IN SPOILS-HUNTING. 


We have heard a dreadful story about 
the Hon. Grorce F. Hoar, senior Senator 
from the State of Massachusetts, which 
nothing but a stern and cold-blooded 
sense of public duty could extort from 
us. It will be remembered that Senator 
Hoar joined with Senator Piatr of New 
York and Senator Piatr of Connecticut 
in requesting the appointment of Sena- 
tor LopGr’s private secretary, Mr. A. H. 
WASHBURN, as counsel before the Board 
of General Appraisers. In order to make 
room for Mr. WASHBURN it was necessary 
to dismiss Mr. Gipson, who had for six 
years done faithful service in the office. 
As the place is in the classified service, 
and the removal was plainly for political 
reasons, it was a violation of law, and 
an altogether shameless and dirty piece 
of business. Knowing the extreme good- 
ness and rare piety of Senator Hoar, we 
at once assumed that he was quite igno- 
rant of the illegality and the dirtiness 
and the shamelessness of the transaction 
and had merely written his letter to 
oblige LopGE. 

But it is now asserted that he helped 


the thing" atone ‘becatise he wanted for 


his own private secretary the office of 
Assistant United Stgtes District Attor- 
ney in Boston, then held by WasHBURN, 
LODGE’s private secretary. 

Since the incident of the drunken door- 
keeper, nothing so distressing as this has 
transpired about Senator Hoar, Mr. 
CONKLING used to tell that story. It 
chanced that a doorkeeper of the Senate 
became addicted to liquor and was fre~- 
quently seen at his post in a condition of 
loquacious and disrespectful inebriety, to 
the great scandal of the Senate. A cau- 
cus of the Republiean Senators was 
called to consider the painful affair. Sen- 
ator HOAR arose and said that while as a 
general proposition of morals drunken- 
ness in a Senate doorkeeper was unpar- 
donable, the drunkenness of this partic- 
ular doorkeeper was a cause of inex- 
pressible personal chagrin to him, since 
he had asked for and secured his appoint- 
ment. “Shocked by this disclosure,” Mr. 
CONKLING used to say, in telling the 
story, ‘I bowed my head upon my desk 
and groaned three times. Senator Hoar, 
in a tone of great severity, inquired by 
what authority I groaned. I replied that 
I groaned to relieve a burdened spirit, 
and I felt that I should have to groan 
again, and I groaned again.” 

Although Senator Hoar’s participation 
in the scandalous affair of the removal 
of Mr. GiBson in violation of law cannot 
be denied, we devoutly hope that some 
one in his behalf will deny the motive. 
He might without deep discredit, actu- 
ated by the pure and disinterested de- 
sire to help Senator Lopag, write a letter 
to the Secretary of the Treasury. But 
the allegation that he was interested in 
getting LopGR’s secretary packed off to 
New York in order that his own private 
secretary might get the Boston job is 
wicked if it is an invention, and deplora- 
ble if it is true, 

We can believe anything of Lonpcr and 
T. C. PLATT, but when Georce F, Hoar 
fails and falls, who is safe? 


WHITE AND NEGRO IN THE SOUTH. 


The Northern visitor to the South, if 
curious as to local conditions, and espe-~- 
clagy as to the status and probable 
future of the negro, is likely to acquire 
a& great deal of information which he 
finds it difficult to accept as true. Every 
Southern man who talks with him on 
this subject will endeavor to impress him 
with the idea that the only danger of 
an unsatisfactory solution of the race 
problem in the South Hes in the possibil- 
ity of outside interference. The usual 
deliverance on this subject may be para- 
phrased as follows: ‘“‘ We Southerners un- 
derstand the negro much better than 
you in the North can possibly do. We 
know his good points and his weak- 
nesses, we know how to develop his ca- 
pacities and to hold in restraint his 
vicious tendencies. We even have an 
affection for him which has Survived the 
institution of slavery. If the adjust- 
ment of the race relation is left to us 
without interference, either from the 
mistaken notion that we are oppressing 
him or that his interests require that the 
mischievous provisions of the Fifteenth 
Amendment of the Federal Constitution 
shall be literally interpreted and injudi- 
ciously enforced, the negro will take his 
proper place, industrially, politically, and 
socially, ahd will accomplish all he is 
capable of,- Anywhere in the South he 
is better off than he is anywhere in the 
North, and any ilf*advised interference 
with him or with us will do infinite 
harm. We are his best friends,” &c. 

All of this may seem true from the 
Southern poigit of View, but the intelli- 
gent visitor to the South who approaches 
the study of the race problem without 
Southern prejudice finds it difficult to 
reconcile it with the obvious facts of the 
case wherever the conditions are typical. 
If old enough to remember the discussion 
of the institution of slavery which pre- 
ceded the civil war, he will be reminded 
of the demand of the South at that time 
to be “let alone.” Sensitiveness to out- 
side criticism appears ta be a Southern 
characteristic; equally so is the confi- 
dence that whatever a consensus of 
Southern opinion is agreed upon ifs in- 
fallibly right. There tg no present dis- 
position on the part of the North or 
West to interfere with the South or to 
embarrass it in the solution of this grave 
and anxious problem; but how long it 
will be before such a disposition is man- 
ifested, as the outgrowth of a high sense 
of duty and obligation to the freedman, 
depends very much upon how the op- 
portunity is availed of to show the world 
that the negro is.understood in the South 
and that his iffterests are safer in the 
hands of the Southerm whites than they 
would be if defended by outside influ- 
ences. ; mi k 
That the representative Southern white 
man does, or ever did, understand the 
negro is doubtful. A study of the lit- 
erature which the South has contrib- 
uted tosthe solution of the race problem, 
from the days of Knott and GLypDon 
to the present time, shows that in the 
light of modern anthropological research 
it is valueless, The hundreds of books 
printed to establish such theses as that 
the negro is not a human being, that his 
Hamitic ancestry established for him 
the condition of perpetual slavery as 
part of the Divine economy, that in free- 
dom he would wither and disappear in 
the competition of the superior white 
race, and all that sort of thing, fur- 
nished the basis for the Southern con- 
cept of the negro. That it was wholly 
mistaken is the least severe of the criti- 
cisms it invites. Of how little value this 
was as a basis for the practical consid- 
eration of the matter which is forced 
by the exigent conditions now existing 
may be judged from the fact that at the 
moment the widest diversity of opinion 
exists as to everything connected with 
the negro, past, present, and future. 
The intelligent Southern white’ man is 


not eyen well pdyised as to whet the 


ty 


negro has attempted or accomplished 
for the betterment of his own condition; 
he does not know how cruelly unjust to 
a large and increasing proportion of the 
freedmen are his generalizations as to 
the negro character and habits; he is 
usually ignorant of the objects, tendency, 
and results of movements which are 
taking shape among the negroes intelli- 
gently ambitious for themselves and de- 
sirous of helping their fellows. In such 
movements the representative Southern 
white man takes no part. He is not con- 
sulted, probably because the observant 
and self-reliant negro has learned from 
experience that he can more safely de- 
pend upon his own judgment than en 
that of the white man, who would be 
likely to discourage as impracticable, 
and perhaps as subversive of the estab- 
lished social order, any attempt on the 
part of the “‘ nigger’”’ to elevate himself 
above the plane to which he was born. 
The idea that he must be “ kept in his 
place”’ dominates Southern thought on 
every subject connected with the negro, 
What his place is appears to be some- 
what indeterminate, but in the judgment 
of a majority of Southern white men it 
is that of a servant or unskilled laborer, 
respectful under abuse, patient under in- 
justice, and with no higher ambition 
than to remain where plavery put and 
left him. If he keeps himself clean and 
well dressed he is regarded with super- 
cilious criticism as an imitator of his 
betters, If he saves money and be- 
comes @ property owner and taxpayer 
he is tolerated, but not quite approved. 
The greater his progress the more com- 
pletely is he ignored by those who should 
find it a duty and a pleasure to offer 
substantial ‘encouragement to such as 
show by example what a thrifty and in- 
dustrious negro may accomplish by his 
own efforts. Very little of this would 
seem to indicate that the white man of 
the South understands the negro any 
better than the white man of the North. 
The only reason the negro has a better 
chancé to make a Iiving by useful in- 
dustry in the Seuth than in ‘the North 
is that his labor is necessary to South- 
ern industrial prosperity. At present 
there is, no one to take his place. 

As a petty offender against the peace 
ordinances, the negro is not understood 
and does not usually receive such treat- 
ment as is calculated to teach him re- 
spect for the law or for those charged 
with the administration of justice. The 
minor Magistrates are usually arbitrary, 
and often brutal. A visit to the police 
courts of any Southern city or town 
would be for the intelligent white citi- 
zen extremely instructive, and if they 
would go oftener it would make for 
good. The present system of adminis- 
tering justice in the police courts ex- 
plains a great many facts in negro crim- 
inology which it is otherwise difficult to 
understand. It shows how criminals are 
made out of material capable of better 
employment; also, why so little social 
disadvantage attaches to the negro in 
his own class as the result of incurring 
legal penalties. 

The rights of the negro are sdfe in 
the hands of the Southern white man 
in proportion to his ability to enforce a 
respect for them. In the cities and towns 
this is comparatively easy; in the farm- 
ing districts it is not. Throughout a 
large part of the South the negro works 
under conditions very little more favor- 
able to his advancement than those of 
slavery. Indeed, his lot as a slave was 
a good deal better, since he was more 
intelligently looked after. He is tied to 
the soil he tills by a floating indebted- 
ness which is never liquidated, arfd can- 
not be. The factor who supplies his ra- 
tions gets all of his crop which does not 
go for rent, and commonly has a ficti- 
tious claim against him which is a per- 
petuaf mortgage upon his future indus- 
try. An analysis of accounts would 
usually show that the negro is being 
swindled In the charges for what is sup- 


pec 


plied him and the allowance for his, 


product, but this analysis he‘is not able 
to make, and no one makes it for him. 
It in no sense palliates the evils of this 
system to be told that the victim of it 
is as well off as he wouldbe if paid in 
money what he honestly earns, since he 
would lavish it in nseless purchases, and 
at the end of a week ’be ‘a8 poor as 
he is now. This may be true in some 
instances, but perhaps not in all. in 
any case, the negro is entitled to the 
chance, now denied ‘him under this 
vicious system, af becoming thrifty. 
Whatever encourages dishonesty on the 
part of the white man and discourages 
providence and economy on the part of 
the negro is evil from every point of 
view. 

In everything which pertains to the 
negro the representative Southern man 
is an opportunist. His claim to a mo- 
nopoly of wisdom in the comprehension 
of the negro is a fiction too transparent 
to deceive any one but himself. Not 
only does he not understand him, but 
he views him through the lenses of an 
inherited prejudice which distort him 
into grotesque misproportions. He .has 
much yet to learn about the negro, and 
it is to be hoped that the lesson he is 
so slow to legrn will not be taught him 
too rudely. ,

faet remains that all they say about the 
discomforts and indecencles incidental to 
the present system of loading the open 
cars is literally true. A most unfortunate 
feature of the situation is that its main- 
tenance is profitable to the’ street car 
companies, and their officials find conso- 
lation for the denunciation poured upon 
them in the thought that, angry or not, 
people must get up and down town some- 
how, and will endure a vast amount of 
annoyance rather than walk, As long us 
the, public, or a considerable fraction of it, 
inclines to’ the belief that there is no rem- 
edy for the existing evils, so long will the 


companies treat as beyond solution the. 
‘problem of giving everybody a seat at the 


crowded hours, The conditions are diftfi- 
cult, no doubt, and more difficult than 
they are in other cities, but it is absurd to 
say that money and ingenuity cannot ¢on- 
quer them. The obstacles in the way of 
double-decked cars are not insuperable. 
and more might be done in the way of 
starting back the empty cars before they 
reach the down town terminals at night 
and the up town terminals in the morning. 
The companies will do. what they have to 
do and they will do little or nothing more; 
that much is certain. 


——Mormon missionaries have been 
steadily at work for years in this vicinity, 
and as the Mormons are a very practical 
people it isysafe to assume that the two 
converts recently made in the Borough of 
the Bronx are no means the first, else 
would the missionaries long ago have been 
withdrawn to fieldg where their argu- 
ments were more productive. The present 
excitement across the Harlem seems to be 
due to the fact that the converts, or. per- 
verts, had been somewhat prominent in 
societies closely connected with orthodox 
churches, and there was a special imperti- 
nence in the way they were secured. How 
anybody living in this day and place can 
retrograde into Mormonism is, of course, 
an intensely irritating mystery, but it must 
be remembered that the leaders of the 
Mormon Church are at Jeast as shrewd as 
they are pious, that they adapt their teach- 
ings adroitly to fit differing conditions, and 
that their follies of belief are never allowed 
to interfere with the business interests 
of themselves or of their followers. In 
Utah the sect has accomplished some very 
remarkable, and even admirable, results 
in the way of making a desert support a 
large and fairly prosperous population. 
Co-operative schemes that have proved 
failures almost everywhere else have suc- 
ceeded under Mormon management, and 
the science of.irrigation, as applied to the 
arid portions of the West with such mar- 
velous results, owes its existence in great 
part to them. But they are teaching noth- 
ing now that is not a matter of common 
knowledge, and what they can do for any 
except, possibly, the most ignorant of Eu- 
ropean peasants it is hard to see. As be- 
tween Mormonism and ‘Christian Sci- 
ence,” however, the advantages and at- 
tractions are all on the side of the former, 
and communities that can supply adher- 
ents for Mrs. MARY BAKER GLOVER PatT- 
TBRSON, &c., Eppy will, of course, provide 
them for the successors of BRIGHAM 
Youno. He was really a great man—in his

To keep out the consumptive who is with: 
out money or friends is justifiable on the 
ground that he is sure to become a public 
burden, but when everything promises 
eventual mastery over tuberculous disease, 
The Medical Journa} says, there is no other 
good reagon for refusing the consumptive 
permission to land. “‘ What the people need 
to be taught,’’ it declares—and it thinks 
they have already learned the lesson in 
part—‘is not that pulmonary consumption 
is a monster to be fled from, but that it is 
a danger that can be effectively overcome. 
Even if this were not true,’’ the writer 
adds, ‘‘it remains a fact that the policy of 
selfishness and inhumanity, pursued to the 
end, rarely, if ever, proves to be for the 
geperal welfare of those who follow it. We 
of"the East should protest loutily if Col- 
orado, Arizona, New Mexico, and Califor- 
nia forbade our consumptives to enter their 
limits; let .us as a Nation, then, pause to 
contemplate the matter of exclusion from 
the foreign consumptive’s point of view, 
and throw our sanitary resources open to 
the world as we long ago made our lands 
and our industrial facilities free to all 
worthy comers.’ The policy of exclusion 
might lead to European retaliation, Wit this 
the writer of the article would welcome, 
“for then the American money that is an- 
nually spent in European resorts for the 
tuberculous would go toward enabling our 
own peoplé to perfect their appliances for 
supplementing climatic influehees in the 
treatment of consumtives.”” This, on the 
face of it, looks’ like a hasty eonclusion 
from inadequate data. It ‘is @istinctly ‘sur- 
prising to _ on professional authority 
that the corisumptive immigrant ip not a 
public danger, almost of necessity, but in- 
discriminate exclusion does seem’ to be a 
cruel measure. |

$59,204 FOR A FOUNTAIN 
Mrs. Crane Willed It to the City, 
and Her Daughter Protests. 


Latter Was DisinHerited with $5, and 
Says She Needs More—City

Mayor Van Wyck, Controller Coler, and 
the ‘“‘Commonalty of the City of New 
York’ will have to decide in a short time 
whether a new drinking fountain will be 
erected in this city or whether the petition 
of a young widow of Yankton, 8. D., that 
the money it would cost be given to her 
instead, be granted. 

There was received in Controller Coler’s 
office yesterday a eheck for $52,204.26 from 
the Farmer’s Loan and Trust Company 
drawn on the National City Bank. This 
sum was paid to the city by virtue of an 
order from the Surrogates’ office dated 
June 7, 1901, to settle the last will and 
testament of Angelica Crane, who died on 
Dec. 19, 1894. In her will Mrs. Crane be- 
queathed $5,000 each to the following insti- 
tutions: The Woman’s Hospital of the 
State of New York, the Home for Incura- 
bles, and the St. Luke’s Hospital, and also 
$5,000 to the Fresh Air Fund of The New 
York Tribune. 

The residue of the estate was bequeathed 
to the City of New York for the establish- 
ment of a drinking fountain. 

The only daughter and the only heir of 
Mrs. Crane was given $5, and the reason 
for this disinheritance stated in the will 
was “unfilial conduct.”’ The daughter, 
Edith, who married a young doctor by the 
name of Simmons, contested the will on the 
ground that Mrs. Crane did not have the 
legal right to make such an indefinite be- 
quest of nearly ail her wealth ‘to the c: 
The case was tried before the Surrogate, 
and it was held that as no contention was 
set up that Mrs. Crane was not of sound 
mind she had a right to dispose of her 
property as she saw fit. 

In the disinheritance of her daughter Mrs. 
Crane went so far as to bequeath to the 
City of New York all her persona! effects, 
including jewelry, clothes, and copies of 
“famous paintings’’ made by Mrs. Crane, 
which, incidentaliy, the appraisers declare 
to be practically worthless. The Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company, acting as exec- 
utors under the will, have turned over the 
cash bequest to the city, and will turn over 
all the personal effects if the city so wishes 
or will convert them into money if so or- 
dered. 

Accompanying the check from the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company is a petition 
from the daughter, Edith, who is now a 
widow, living in Yankton. Mrs. Simmons, 
through her lawyer, David McClure, asks 
that the city give to her a portion of the 
$52,204 for the support and education of 
her daughter. The petition makes a plea 
that Mrs. Simmons would not request the 
City of New York to give her*any of the 
money out of which she has been unlaw- 
fully and unfairly disinherited except thai 
she was in need and that she was depend- 
ent on her.own efforts for the support of 
herself and her daughter. Mrs. Simmons 
states that she is aware of the deplorable 
condition her case is in from a legal stand- 
point and asks that the City of New York, 
if it so desires, erect a drinking fountain 
according to the provision of the will and 
give her the balance of the estate for the 
support of herself and child. 

It was said yesterday that Mrs, Crane 
had cut her daughter off with $5 because 
she married Dr. Simmons, a young man, 
against the wish and order of the mother. 
At the law offices of David McClure the 
lawyers could tell no facts about the life of 
Mrs. Crane. 


WHEAT OUTLOOK IN EUROPE. 


Rain Needed in the United Kingdom— 


French Crop Smaller than Last Year. 

LONDON, June 24.—The Mark Lane Ex- 
press to-day, in its weekly crop review, not- 
ing the necessity for rain in the United 
Kingdom, says: 

“The wheat has come into ear on re- 
markably short stems, and the ears will 
not fill without more moisture. 

“In France the Spring corn is less prom- 
ising. 

‘‘Wheat-cutting has begun in Southern 
Spain. The Provinces of Andalusia and 
Murcia expect fine yields, and the promise 
in Central and Northern Spain is excellent. 

“The wheat crop in Central Europe is 
very promising on the confines of the 
Adriatic, and very bad indeed on the con- 
fines of the Baltic, indicating that Croatia 
and Hungary will have a good crop, while 
Prussia and Prussian Poland will have a 


serious deficiency. Mediocre results may 
be expected in Bavaria and Austria.” 


PARIS, June 24.—Mr. Green, Secretary of 
the American Chamber of Commerce here, 
has investigated the wheat outlook in 
France. He says the present conditions 

oint to a yield not excéeding 304,000,000 

ushels, against 309,000,000 bushels in 1900. 
Fine weather may increase the yield some- 
what, but the stocks on hand are much less 
than in 1900. With a crop of 309,000,000 
bushels, France needed to purchase nearly 
40,000,000 bushels. 


ROGERS WORKS LITIGATION. 


Decision Against the _ International 
Power Company—Filing of An- 
other Petition Sanctioned. 
NEWARK, N. J., June 24.—Vice Chan- 
cellor Emery announced his decision this 
morning not ‘to allow the filing of a peti- 
tion by the International Power Company, 
seeking to have the recent sale of the 
Rogers Locomotive Works in Paterson to 
Elliott G. Smith and Francis H. Holran for 

$602,000 reopened. 

Robert H. McCarter, who appeared as 
resident counsel for the International 
Power Company, later submitted to the 
Vice Chancellor a new petition, in the 
name of George H. Longbottom, a stock- 
holder of the defunct Rogers Locomotive 
Works Company, and its last President. 
The Vice Chancellor sanctioned the filing 
of this second petition, and on it signed a 
rule to show cause why the sale should 
not be reopened. The rule is directed 
against Smith and Holran 
receivers of the Rogers Works, Col. Will- 
iam Barbour and John C. Pennington. It 
is made returnable in Chancery Chambers 
in this city on Saturday morning at 10 
o'clock. 

In refusing the International Power Com- 
pany permission to file its petition, Vice 
Chaficellor Emery held that the company, 
being neither a stockholder in nor a cred- 
itor of the insolvent Rogers Company, had 
not a legal status which would permit it 


to intervene, and it could not show it had 
any grievance. 

The intervention on the part of Mr. Long- 
bottom will bring the conflict over the 
disposition of the Rogers plant before the 
court on its merits. 

The petition now filed by Mr. Longbot- 
tom ig fortified by several affidavits made 
by parties interested on_the side of the In- 
ternational Company. Mr. Longbottom in 
his affidavit says he knew that what had 
been called a tentative sale had been made 
to the Smith and Holran syndicate, but 
that any higher*’offer than that of the 
syndicate would be accepted, provided it 
were bona fide and submitted by May 14, 
the date on which the report of the re- 
ceivers recommending a sale was to come 
before Vice Chancellor Emery for con- 
firmation. 

Another affidavit attached to the new 
bill,. signed by Jacob S. Rogers, said that 
he had been in court on May 14; that he 
knew and approved, of the desire of the 
Internafional people tod offer $655,000, as

The opening of the garden marked the 
closing of the classes and clubs for the 
Summer.

will be reached, but in a slightly different. 
way. There will be excursions to the parks 
and places of historical interest, while at 
the garden there will be music by the or- 
chestra and band of the institution. The 
latest periodicals, newspapers, and_-in- 
structive books can also be found there. A. 
feature of the Summer work is the annual 
camp which will be opened at Huntington, 
L. 1, on Saturday, June 29. Parties of 
boys are taken there for from ten days to 
two weeks each. 

The regular Summer hours for the garden 
are from 9:30 in the morning till 11 o’clock 
at night. The day is given up almost alto- 
gether to children, but the evenings are 
mere for adults, the parents of the chil- 
dren, who, after a hard day’s toil, find a 
few hours in the fresh air on the roof bene- 
ficial and pleasant.

WHAT A PUBLISHER BUY$e, 


Jury Decides that in “ Book Rights” of 
a Novel He Only Gets Right to Pub- 
lish in Book Form. 


A jury in the Supreme Court yesterday 
rendered a verdict which is of interest to 
book publishers, as it involved the meaning 
of the term “ book rights’’ in a contraet. 
The case was that of a Mr. Reynolds, an 
agent-of Doubleday, Page &/Co., against 
L. C. Page & Co. of Boston. 

Mr. Reynolds, as agent, sold to the Boston 
firm the “‘ book rights’’ of W. Clark’ Rys- 
sell’s novel ‘“‘ A Ship’s Adventures.”” When 
the contract and assignment of copyright 
were forwarded to Boston L. C. Page & 
Co. declined to sign the contract and sub- 
stituted one of their own drafting which 
included the serial and dramatic rights to 
the novel as well ag the right to publish it 
in book forrh. They contended that this was 
Wat they understood by the term “ book 
rights."’ 

in the trial yesterday before Justice 
Leventritt a number of publishers were on 
the witness stand. Arthur H. Scribner, 
Frank W. Lovell, and a representative of 
E. P. Dutton & Co. testified that they un- 
derstood that the term ‘‘ book righis’’ cov- 
ered all rights of publication.

On Petition of the Countess, He Is Om 
dered to Produce Their Son 
in Court. 


Miss Rosalie Loew, representing the Legal 
Aid Society, obtained a writ of habeas 
corpus from Justice MacLean, in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday. This writ is di- 
rected against Count Gyula de Festetics, 
and orders him to produce in court his four- 
year-old son Dwight. The writ was issued 
on the petition of the Countess de Festetics, 
who, before her marriage, was Elsie Ha- 
ven, daughter of Charles Haven. 

According to the Countess she and the 
Count separated about a year ago, and 
under the articles of separation she was to 
have their son Dwight. The father was 
to be allowed to see the child at certain 
times. The Count called for the boy on 
June 15 and took h:m away on the promise 
to return him the next morning, his he 
failed to ‘do. e 

Before applying for the writ of habeas 
corpus, Miss Loew went to District Attor- 
ney Philbin-and placed the facts before 
him. He decided that there was nothing 
to warrant the Count’s indictment for kid- 
napping. 

It is supposed that the Caeunt is now in 
New Jersey with the boy. He came to the 
United States in 1871, and for a time was 
an instructor in a school at Sing ane 
After his marriage to Miss Haven he is 
charged by her with having gone through 
her fortune. ‘In recent years he has been 
perfecting several inventions, and it is 
claimed that he has made some_ money, 
He is a cousin of Count Rudolph Festetics 
de Tolna, who marriedgthe daughter of 
Louis T. Haggin. Count Rudolph was re- 
cently the detendant in an action for di- 
vorce. 


ASSAY OFFICE INSPECTION.

Officials from Washington Examining 
Bullion and Coin. 


H. C. Stier of the Auditor's office of the 
Treasury Department and I. A. Hourwich 
and W. F. Bowen of the Bureau of the 
Mint arrived at the Assay Office yesterday 
and began an examination of the bullion, 
coin, and other moneys. This work will 
require about ten days’ time. 

It is the first inspection since C. F. Gere 
was arrested on a charge of stealing a 
small amount of cake goid. Gere was ‘in- 
dicted by a Federal Grand Jury last week. 
and released on $1,500 bail. 

His is the second case of supposed theft 
in the history of the Assay Office, which 
was established in 1854 and handles about 
$50,000,000 in bullion a year, or a total of 
2,350,000,000 during the period of its ex- 
stence. The other case of supposed theft 
occurred twenty-five years ago, and the 
accused man was not convicted. 


Allandale Limits Their Speed and Is 
Waiting for W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr. 
ALLANDALE, N. J., June 24.—The resi- 

dents of this place have been angered lately 
at the way in which the owners of mo- 
tor vehicles drive them through the 
streets of the town, The town authorities 
have decided that six miles an hour is 
the limit of speed at which automobiles 
shall be allowed to travel. Any person 
who violates this rule will be arrested 
promptly and punished. 

Among those who have been noted for the 
great speed at which they have driven 
their ‘“‘autos”’ through the town is Will- 
iam K. Vanderbilt, Jr., who owns property 
in this vicinity. His machine, which is 
known as the “ White Ghost,” has been 
a terror to the owners of horses of the 
town. On his next visit, if he exceeds the 
legal rate of speed, he will be arrested. 


PHILADELPHIA LOAN FAILS. 


The City Asks for $9,000,000. and Gets 
One Bid for $5,000. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 24.—For the first 
time in the history of Philadelphia a loan 
offered by the city has failed. The mu- 
nicipality recently offered 3 per cent. for & 
nine-million-dollar loan, to be used in im- 
proving the city’s water supply, and to 
day, the time having expired, one bid for 
$5,060 was received.

EXAMINATIONS TO COLLEGES. 


Nine Hundred Candidates for Admis- 
sion Appeared Before the New 
Entrance Board. 


The first series of uniform college en- 
trance examinations, held by authority of 
the College Entrance Examination Board Sf 
the Middle States and Maryland, came to 
an end on Saturday last. The examinations 
proceeded exactly as planned, without fric- 
tion or other difficulty. 

Examinations were held at sixty-one dif- 
ferent points in the United States, and at 
London, England, and Dresden, Saxony. 
Of the sixty-one places of examinations in 
the United States, fifteen were in New 
England, twenty-three in the Middle States 
and Maryland, ten in the Southern States, 
ten in the north central States, and three in 
the Pacific Coast States. 

In all nearly 900 candidates for admis- 
sion to college were examined by the board. 
Of this number 472 made application to 
the board direct. The’.remainder, about 
400 in number, made their applications 
either through Columbia College or Bar- 
nard College, and, by arrangements with 


those institutions, were examined by the 
board. Concerning the 400 students who 
made applications to Columbia and Bar- 
ears detailed statistics are not yet avail- 
able. 

Of the 472 who made application direct to 
the board 347 were men and 125 women. 
One hundred and eighteen of the candidates 
were seventeen years of age and 14 were 
eighteen years of age. Fourteen were only 
fifteen years of age, and sixty-three six- 
teen years. 

Fifty-three of the candidates examined 
did not state what college or scjentific 
school they propose to enter. For Colum- 
bia, 152 declared themselves, for Cornel) 57, 
for Princeton 34, for Barnard 31, for Vas- 
sar 25, for Wellesley for Yale 17, for 
Mount Holyoke 14, for the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology 14, for Bryn Mawr 
11, for the University of Pennsylvania 4, 
and for Williams 5. There were single ap- 
plications for a large number of institu- 
tions. The unusually large number choos- 
ing Columbia is due to the fact that separ- 
ate Columbia examinations were abandoned 
in favor of those by the beard. 

The largest number examined outside of 
New York and Brooklyn were those at 
Concord, N. H., 32; Newark, N. J., 29; 
Philadelphia, 22; Paterson, N. J., 13; Wash- 
ington, D. C., 12; Lawrenceville, N. J., 
Rochester, N. Y., and Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 


8 each. 

Of the 472 candidates applying to the 
board, 153 were prepared in public high 
147 in academies and endowed 


schools, 
schools, 150 in private schools. and classes, 


Seventeen candidates received an irregular 
preparation. 


HIGH SCHOOLS’ EXERCISES.

“Each year the Peter Cooper and De 
Witt Clinton High Schools have raised 
their standard of proficiency in all studies.

Addresses were also 
made by Dr. John Buchanan, Principal of 
the De Witt Clinton High School, and by 
Edward J. Goodwin, Principal of the Peter 
Cooper. 

To Henry Blumenthal, a graduate of the 
four-year general course of the De Witt 
Clinton, and to Fred Kunkel of the Peter 
Cooper were presented gold medals for pro- 
ficiency in French. The presentation was 
made by Adolphe Cohn, Professor of French 
in Columbia University, on behalf of the 
French Alliance Society. 


Historical Exercises Held on the Col- 
lege Canipus — Law School 
Alumni Meet, 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 24.—Yale’s 
class day morning dawned beautifully and 
the hearts of all seniors and their hosts 
of visitors were filled with happiest an- 
ticipations for the successful carrying out 
of the various features of the programme. 
Chiefly the day’s exercises were for. the 
class of 1901 in the academical depart- 
ment, opening with the annual presentation 
exercises in Battell Chapel. Here the class 
oration was delivered by Richard Henry 
Evans of Lisle, N. Y., and the class poem 
ae read by Paul Titus Gilbert of Cincin- 

nati. 

Early in the afternoon the class historical 
exercises, the main function of the day, 
began in a temporary amphitheatre erected 
on the college campus. On the banked 
seats was the usual brilliant assemblage 
of women in fashionable gowns, guests of 
members of the graduating class.

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THE THEATRES LAST NIGHT. 


Mr. Francis Wilson and His Com- 
pany at the Knickerbocker. 


Production of a New Farce with Music 
—A Large Audience Applaids 
the Piece. 


A Summer season was begun at the 
Knickerbocker Theatre last night, when 
what the programme described as a musical 
comedy, entitled ‘‘ The Strollers,’’ was pro- 
duced. This piece would be more _fitly 
called a farce with music interspersed. It 
is taken from the German of L. Krenn and 
Cc, Lindau, and in many of its scenes and 
incidents it shows the nature of its birth. 
The programme failed to reveal to an ex- 
pectant public the name of the person who 
made the adaptation, but it has been stated 
on several occasions that the librettist-in- 
orfinary to the United States, Harry B. 
Smith, was to be the authog of the book, 
and so some comfort may be drawn from 
that. At any rate, the book had many of 
the peculiarities of that gentleman, and 
if it was not his work, it was at least 
worthy of*him., 

The farce has a plot of the usual musical 
farce ordér, though this one is kept before 
the audience with rather unusual persist- 
ence. It is an absurd plot, of course, for 
no one thinks of asking in these days for 
really ingenious nonsense in a play of this 
sort. To be quite frank, the attitude of 
the managers who produce such works, as 
well as that of the men who make them, 
is one of amused superiority to the pub- 
lic. There is no mistaking the fact that 
these gentlemen believe that the audi- 
ences which attend their productious would 
regard themselves as, affronted if they 
were required to hear new jokes, see new 


situations, or listen to new tunes. The 
whole object seems to be to shuffle old 
cards for a new deal, The pack remains 
the same. 

‘As long as the public likes this sort of 
thing, the managers cannot be blamed for 
offering it to them, and it ought to be 
said in all fairness that ‘‘ The Strollers ”’ 
is as good as anything of its kind lately 
presented in New York, and in many re- 
spects much better. It needs a lot of cut- 
ting, but that is always the case with 
these things when they are first performed. 
But it has all the elements of popularity 
according to the taste of the time. The 
comedy is simple. There is no subtlety in 
the wit or the humor, and there is nothing 
that the most dull mind cannot absorb. 
The jokes are all of honorable age, and 
they are hurled at the hearer in a way 
that leaves nothing to his imagination. 
The story is neither inordinately impure 
nor so primly clean as to shock this com- 
munity. There is an aged Prince who 
spends his money on a ballet girl, like a 
real nobleman, agd there is another man 
who shows her pocketbook well filled, 
and so wins her. That the young lady 
shows much of her stockings on the slight- 
est provocation is natural. Else why is 
she a ballet girl? 

As for the strollers themselves, they are 
two happy-go-lucky tramps, good humored, 
ready in farcical resource, and as dishonest 
as possible. Their adventures with a dia- 
mond necklace which they have found form 
the main story of the play. The music is 
rhythmic, tuneful, and pleasing. That it is 
not original goes without saying. If it had 
been, the audience would not have liked it 
so well. People are very fond of tunes 
that the 
Ludwig Englander is an expert. 

The performance was good. When the 
dull moments have been cut out of the 
libretto, it will be still better... The players 
were not to blame for the slow movement 
of the entertainment at times last night. 
Mr. Wilson was very happy as the male 
stroller, and he had an admirable com- 
penion in Irene Bentley, who was graceful 
and piquant, and who won the hearty ap- 
plause of the audience. Marie George was 
vivacious and danced well in the role ef 
the ballet girl, and Edwin Foy’s peculiar 
drolleries fitted well into the part of the 
jailer. The chorus was large and active. 
The costuming of the play was generous in 
color and variety, and the scenéry was 
suitable. In short, ‘‘ The Strollers,’’ while 
it cannot receive praise as a ¢lever or in- 
genious piece of work, is an entertainment 
of the kind that is popular here in the 
Summer, and as such it will have its meas- 
ure of success.

SOMETHING IN GOWNS. 


It has not been possible to get away from 
the plain backs on gowns. They went out 
apparently for a time, but they sprang up 
again, without making a fuss about it, and 
most of the prettiest and most stylish 
gowns have the plain backs.

Another thing to be noticed about gowns 
is that there is a diminution of the number 
of gowns with shaped flounces, and many 
of the skirts are plain or, with a simple 
band of some kind around the lower edge. 

y *,* 

One of these simple little gowns, which 
is exceedingly good, is of some red and 
white striped material, a twilled flannel, 
possibly. The red is but little more than 
a hair line, and between these lines there 
is perhaps a quarter of an inch of white. 
The back of the gown is plain, but with 
a seam up the centre, the material cut on 
the bias and put together to make the 
stripes form a continuation of points look- 
ing up to the* waist. There are stitched 
plaits on the back of the bodice of the 
gown, but from the pattern of the material 


they are not noticeable, and do not affect 
its appearance. The front is as simple as 
the back,. the waist and skirt opening a 
little at one side to the left and having a 
stitched band running the length of the 
skirt and waist. The trimming to the skirt 
is a narrow band of the material set ex- 
actly on the lower edge and about. an inch 
and @ half wide, the stripes running around. 
There are other bands of the material, the 
stripes running in the same way at the 
waist, forming the stock and the cuffs to 
the sleeves. here are little turnovers of 
solid red embroidered with white to the 
collar and cuffs. A double row of gilt but- 
tons fastens the waist. This is attractive 
or not, as one likes a touch of gold in a 
frock. The effect of the little gown is 
simple and stylish. 


These simple woolens with line stripes 
are very good. Another of dark blue has 
groups ‘of line stripes in white. This gown 
is trimmed with strappings of white cloth 
pug on pérpendicularly, set on the edge of 
the skirt at wide intervals, running up Yor 
eight or ten inches and finishing in a point.

A white twilled flannel gown is also sim- 
ply made and simply trimmed. The trim- 
ming is of a wide, coarse, white braid, 
white silk stitched with red and a bit of a 
solid red. The skirt is plain with the ex- 


ception of one band of the inch-and-a-half- 
wide braid set exactly onthe lower edge 
of the skirt. More of the braid forms the 
belt and outlines the lower edge of the 
sleeve of the material which falls over an 
undersleeve of the white silk, which has 
coursely stitched lines of red. There is a 
vest made also of this stitched silk, and 
white-embroidered red turnovers are turned 
back at the hand and over the white stock 
formed of the white braid.

SALAMAN, THE COMPOSER, DEAD 


He Was 87 Years Old—Knew Many Fa- 
mous Musicians of the Early Part 
of the Nineteenth Century. 


LONDON, June 24.—Charles Kensington 
Salaman, the composer, is dead. 


Charles Kensington Salaman was the old- 
est living English composer. As a musi- 
cian his reputation was a considerable one, 
but during the last years of his life he 
was better known as the man who, alone 


of living men, knew many of the great 
masters of composition of the early part 
of the nineteenth century. 

Mr. Salaman was born in London on 
March 3, 1814. He remembered the tolling 
of the bells for the death of George III., 
was present at the coronation of William 
IV., and was a lad of sixteen when he 
traveled, with Charles Kean, to be pres- 
ent at the third Shakespeare Jubilee, at 
Stratford-on-Avon. He knew Mendelssohn, 
to whom he was itroduced by Attwood, the 
organist of St. Paul’s. Liszt, Schumann, 
Moscheles, Meyerbeer, Spohr, Wagner, 
Heller, Balfe, Wallace, Bishop, Verdi, and 
Gounod were all his personal acquaint- 
ances. 

When he was ten years old Mr. Salaman 
was elected a student of the Royal Acad- 
emy of Music. Four years later he made 
his first public appearance as a pianist 
and composer, and he continued to produce 
compositions almost till his death. When 
Queen Victoria ascended the throne he 
was giving annual orchestral concerts in 
London, and he also won fame as a pianist 
in Germany and Italy. 

Mr. Salaman wrote an enormous number 
of songs. His settings to verses by Latin 
poets were at one time very popular. He 
also composed anthems for use in Jewish 
synagogues and the Church of England and 
a number of pieces for the pianoforte.

William G. Hewitt, a well-known printer 
of New York and Brooklyn, died yesterday 
at his Summer home, Van Pelt Manor, 
Bath Beach. His permanent residence was 


at 180 West Ninety-fourth Street, this city, 
and his business houses were at 24 Vande- 
water Street, Manhattan, and at 124 Pear 
Street, Brooklyn. Mr. Hewitt, who was 
forty years old, was a prominent member 
of the Knickerbocker thletic Club, and 
found his greatest enjoyment in the swim- 
ming class. He took a great interest in 
aquatic sports of all kinds, and in following 
out this he contracted rheumatism about 
five weeks ago. The disease yesterday 
reached his heart, causing death. He leaves 
a wife and one child. The funeral services 
will take place in Bath Beach to-morrow. 
“The interment will be in Calvary Cemetery. 


George H. Moller. 


George H. Moller, Vice President of the 
German Savings Bank of Brooklyn, died 
suddenly yesterday afternoon from heart 


disease at his Summer home, in Newark 
Avenue, Spring Lake, ‘ He became 
alarmingly ill during the morning, and his 
family physician was summoned from New 
York. Mr. Moller died before the doctor 
arrived.

Thomas W. Ball. 
Thomas W. Ball died at his home, at 101 
Wayne Street, Jersey City, yesterday, from 
heart disease. He was born in London 


Nov. 8. 1815, and came to this country in 
18286. He embarked in the umbrella and 
ivory turning business, the firm name being 
Ball & Black. This firm was the first to 
use steel in making umbrella frames. They 
removed to Jersey City tn 1880, when Mr. 
Black retired, and the firm became Winter 
& Ball. Mr. Ball was an associate of 
Horace Greeley at_the time he founded 
The Tribune. r. Ball’s wife died several 
years ago, Three daughters survive him. 


Daniel T. Leverich. 


Daniel L. Laverich, one of the oldest 
residents of Brooklyn Heights, died on Sun- 
day at his home, 76 Hicks Street. Mr. Lev- 
erich was born in Newtown in 1813 and

GEN. VON SCHWEINITZ DEAD. 
Was for Many Years German Ambassa 


dor at St. Petersburg. 


CASSEL, Prussia, June 24.—Gen. Hans 
Lothar von Schweinitz, the celebrated sol« 
dier and diplomat, is dead. 


Hans Lothar von Sch sinitz was better 
known. as a diplomat than as a soldier, 


although he saw considerable service in 
the Prussian Army. He was born on Dec. 
30, 1822, and entered the army when he 
Was eighteen years old. He traveled ex- 
tensively in 1851 and 1852, and afterward 
ublished a book on the armies of Western 
urope, which attracted much attention. 
In 1857 he became a member of the staff 
of Prince Fredetick William of Prussia. 
Gen. von Schweinitz’s diplomatic experi- 
ence toeen in 1861, when he became Prus- 
sian Military Attaché at Vienna. In 1865 
he was appointed Minister at St. Peters- 
burg, and it was in that city that the great- 
er part of his diplomatic career was spent. 
He was for a time Minister at Vienna, but 
was sent back to St. Petersburg at the 
special request of Emperor Alexander Ll. 
In the Russian capital, as German Ambas- 
sador, he was a great favorite of Alexander 
II. and Alexander III., the latter con- 
ferring high honors upon him. 

t was not until the Franco-Russian rap- 
prochumeut materialized that Gen. von 
chweinitz left his post in St. Retersburgs 
He had begun by seeing the relations of 
Russia and Germany grow more and more 
cordial, Afterward, when France took the 
place of his own country in the friendship 
of the Czar’s Government, his influence 
became less and less, and finally, after 
the step had been considered for a long 
time, he was recalled.

Californian Fell on Madison Square 
Garden’s Steep Track. 


MOTOR CYCLE CAUSED TROUBLE 


Unfortunate Result of Fifteen-Mile 
Race Between Floyd McFarland 


and John Nelson. 


Floyd A. McFarland of San José, Cal., 
was badly injured in his fifteen-mile motor- 
paced race with John Nelson of Chicago at 


‘the opening of the Madison Square Garden 


cycle track last night. In the fourth lap of 
the thirteenth mile McFarland’s pace-mak- 
ing tandem slipped on the steep banking of 
the lower turn and fell over, rolling down 
to the bottom of the incline. McFarland, 
who was closely. following, of course 
crashed into the machine, striking his face 
against some part of it, crushing his jeft 
cheekbone and cutting a deep gash in his 
upper lip. He was rendered unconscious 
by the shock and remained so for some 
time. 

Nelson, whose pace had given out, and 
who was following McFarland closely, 
also went into the wreck and had his face 
badly cut and bruised. He struggled to his 
feet, mounted another wheel, and holding 
a handkerchief to his bleeding face, rode 
around the track for three more laps be- 
fore the referee, recovered his wits suffi- 
ciently to stop him. The race was awarded 
to Nelson, who was.several laps ahead of 
McFariand at the time the accident oc- 
curred cn account of McFarland’s having 
fallen earlier in the race. 

McFarland’s pacemakers, Joseph Judge 
and John Ruel, were aiso severely bruised 
by the tumble, but éscaped serious injury. 
It is probable that McFarland will be una- 
ble to ride for some days to come on ac- 
count of the accident and may be unable 
to start in the Grand Circuit of the Na- 
tional Cycling. Association, which begins 
next week. 

SPILLS IN OTHER RACES. 


There was also,a half dozen spills in the 
amateur events, none of which resulted 
seriously, but which served to emphasize 
the danger of high on a track of 
ten laps to the mile. 

The race which was expected to be the 
principal event of the evening was a dis- 
pointment from the very start. Un ac- 
count of a delay in starting the evening 
programme and the time required in run- 
ning off the numerous heats of the three 
minor events which preceded it, it was not 
until 11:30 that the motor-paced event was 
begun. . 

McFarland appeared with bandages on 
both arms and his right leg, and patches on 
his left cheek, chin, and right knee, which 
he said covered wounds received at Vails- 
burg last Saturday in a colision with a 
motor tandem. He seemed in good condi- 
tion, however, and displayed superior speed 
in the race, as far as it was run, and prob- 
ably would have won it, but for the minor 
accidents during the early part of the 


speed 


start resulted in no race, as 
saddle became loose during 
the first mile and the race was stopped by 
the referee. Another wheel was brought, 
and after considerable delay the race was 
startee again. 

Both riders caught their pace in the sec- 
ond lap, and for the first mile it was a 
good race. McFarland’s pace was better 
than Nelson's, and McFarlandfhimself dis- 
played more speed trom the start. The 
two riders had been siarted on opposite 
sides of the track, a lap apart, and Mc- 
Farland at once began“closing up this gap. 

At the end of the first mile McFarland 
head caught up with Nelson, and conse- 
quently had half a length the advantage. 
Tis time for the first mile was 1:46 4-5, and 
Nelson's was 2:00. As the record is 1:54 1-5, 
McFarland’s time was excellent for such a 
short track. 

McFarland made several efforts to pass 
Nelson during the next two miles, and 
finally in the second lap of the third mile 
he essayed to pass on the inside just at the 
Same turn where later the accident oc- 
curred. He nad no right to attempt this, 
us it is a dangerous feat under any circum- 
stances, and the result was that he fell and 
Neison gained two laps. McFarland mount- 
ed again, and started on a stern chase 
after his flving adversary. At the fifth 
miie he had made up half a lap and was 
up with Nelson and attempting to pass him. 

At twelve miles McFarland passed Neli- 
son, and the latter left his pacemakers, 
who could not keep up the pace, and fol- 
lowed closely after McFarland. The acci- 
dent came when they were proceeding in 
that manner a few’ minutes later. 

3esides the fifteen-mile motor-paced race 
between McFarland and Nelson was the in- 
ternational match, best two in three one- 
mile heats, between ‘*‘ Tom ’’ Cooper of De- 
troit and Sydney Jenkins, the quarter-mile 
champion of England. The rest of the pro- 
gramme was made up of a half-mile open 
and a one-mile handicap for amateur riders. 

In the international event Cooper made i* 
two straight from the Englishman Jenkins. 
He won the first heat by two lengths, and 
in the second heat he allowed the Britisher 
to lead in the third, fourth, and fifth laps, 
but after that Cooper jumped to the front 
and won in the easiest manner by ten 
yards. * 

Walter Bardgett and Warren Zurbrick, 
both of Buffalo, finished as named half a 
wheel apart in the final heat of the half- 
mile amateur race.

YACHT CHRISTABEL HERE. 


Mr. Iselin’s Chartered Boat Fell In with 
Bad Weather on Her Trip 


from Cowes. 


After a twenty-three-day trip from Cowes, 
part of which time she lay helpless, the 
plaything of wild winds and annihilatory 
seas, Christabel, the English auxiliary 
schooner-rigged yacht, chartered by Adrian 
Iselin, Jr., arrived at this port on Sunday 
night at 11 o’clock and dropped anchor at 
Quarantine. 

‘““Not so much as a rope yarn parted,” 
said Capt. Thomas Langmaid yesterday 
at Morse’s Yacht Basin, South Brooklyn, 
where the stanch craft is now fitting 
out for Mr. Iselin’s use. ‘* There is many 
a bigger boat in our waters, but none more 
able or staworthy, as my crew of seven- 
teen men can testify,’’ he added, proudly, 
glancing at the group of bluejackets dozing 
on the wave-swept deck. Christabel has 
the reputationtof being the finest sea boat 
with Cowes as a hailing port and it did not 
suffer in her last trip. 

“We left Cowes at 6 o’clock Saturday 
morning on June 1, and in fine weather and 
a following wind we reached Ponta Del- 
gada, St. Michaels, in the Azores, on June 
8. We coaled there and left early the next 
morning. From Ponta Delgada for about 
four days we carried the same good 
weather and were enjoying our Summer 
cruise. 

“But on June 12 ad we got into the 
Gulf Stream, say about the fortieth parallel, 
where the charts are marked * stormy re- 
gion,’ we began to do a little extra work. 
The glass fell rapidly,-and before long we 
were in the middle of an’ old-fashioned 
West Indiar’‘ snorter'; black as night, and 
the wind backing and hauling all around 
the card with almost cyclonic intensity. 

‘““We had to heave-to for seven nights 
and two days, during which time a mount- 
ainous sea was running, while the wind 
skipped around the old box until I never 
expected to see it come from any fixed 
point again. I never saw a more brilliant 
electric display than the one we witnessed 
during this time. I could have read a news- 
paper if I had had the time and had been 
able to keep it dry, the flashes were so 
continuous. 

‘“* We didn’t ship so much water, though, 
but*we did a lot of tall riding. Christahbel 
would get on top of a big sea and slide 
down on the other side. and keep going 
down, down, down, until I thought if we 
reached any port it would be Hongkong, 
and-not New York. But she always shook 
herself and climbed out of the big black 
holes somehow. Of course I gave her all 
the helv [ could, but a man is mieht? Fre 
when the elements decide its their game. 

‘* Finally. however, by last Friday we got 
through with it. and the rest of the way 
to New York was easy. the weather being 
as fine as that we had on noavne home. 
She is a good ship."’ concluded the. Cap- 
tain. as he patted her stout bulwark, “ and 
good enough for any man to go to sea in.”’ 

Capt. Langntaid will be in charge during 
her fitting out, and will then proceed with 
her to Newport. Christabel, which was 
chartered to Mr. Iselin through Tams, 
Lemoine & Crane. was built under special 
survey by the Hendersons. at Glasgow in 
1893 fromthe designs of George L. Wat- 
son, and has a rating of 100-Al1 at Llovds. 
She is equinped with an electric light plant 
and all other modern convemiences. Her 
principal dimensions are: 150 feet between 
perpendicular®, 22 feet beam, and 12.5 feet 
draught of water.

FOREIGN TRADE AND GOLD. 


Continuing talk of gold exports is not 
likely to cause alarm, although the outz;v 
—however slight—may seem puzzling to 
many, in view of the enormous interna- 
tional credit we are presumed to have 
been setting up lately, merchandise ex- 
ports exceeding in value merchandisa, im- 
ports for the late month by no less a 
sum than $45,849,170, and for the eleven 
months of the fiscal year by the enor- 
mous total of $630,149,951. But large 
credits or small credits in favor of the 
United States in its account with out- 
side countries seem of late to have made 
little difference. Other influences have 
been at work, and we have received a 
very trifling amount of gold in satisfac- 
tion of whatever balance may have been 
left after deducting offsets. 

What is a remarkable feature of the 
situation is that with the stupendous 
expansion in our merchandise trade, the 
transfer of gold between this and other 
countries has had a tendency to grow 
smaller and not larger in volume. Net re- 
sults have varied considerably, forming 
in themselves an interesting commen- 
tary on economic conditions, as may be 
gathered from the records of an excess 
of exports of gold in 1896 amounting to 
$78,884,882, when things were very much 
on the down grade, and an excess of 
imports of $104,985,283, two years later, 
when the tide had turned toward im- 
provement. 

But more conspicuous, perhaps, is the 
fact that for the year 1900, with more 
than one-half billion dollars to our credit 
for merchandise sold over merchandise 
purchased, the net gold movement was 
actually against this country increasing 
its gold stock—the income and the outgo 
being $3,693,575 apart in value, in favor 
of the latter. The fiscal year now draw- 
ing to a close will see results not differ- 
ing much in the gold movement from the 
record of a year ago. There is shown in 
official returns for eleven months end- 
ing with last month a net gold import of 
only $14,950,111. 

Still, the question is left open as to 
what extent gold has been used in the 
aggregate of transactions between coun- 
tries, and as the matter of this shipping 
back and forth of gold has attracted a 
good deal of attention of late, it may be 
well to get at the actual figures. In the 
following table, to begin at the founda- 
tion, will be seen the totals for mere 
chandise exports and imports, also for 
silver exports and imports, and the foot- 
ings of both for a series of years...The 
table takes in 1881, a year of heavy ex- 
ports of merchandise, when, as will be 
remembered, there was a large demand 
abroad for American agricultural prod- 
ucts, and gives results from 1891 on, in- 
cluding the eleven months of the current 
year:

The figures for 1881 were the largest in 
the history of the country up to that 
date, and as to exports of merchandise 
which furnished $902,377,346 of the ag- 
gregate of $1,560,921,782, the récord re- 
mained up to 1892. New records have 
been set up in the past few years, and 
the one soon to end will cap everything 
up to date. Now, if the final column in 
the above table be reproduced, and 
against it be placed the total movement 
of gold—that is, the yearly imports and 
exports—it will be seen how much of the 
precious metal has been involved in the 
carrying on of the country’s foreign 
trade in merchandise and silver. Of 
course, no pretense is made thatthe 


| movement of gold depends solely on the 


movement of merchandise. An argument 

on those lines could hardly stand in the 

face of what already has been said with 

regard to recent gold results as com- 

pared with the merchandise record. That 
the merchandise record has its bearing 
upon gold, however, will not be disputed, 

and as the exhibit brings out very clearly 

the interesting feature already 

the tendency lately for the use of ‘gold te

Back in 1881, it is seen that gold fig- 
ured 5.4 per cent. of the merchandise and 
Silver total. In other words, it took 5.4 
cents gold to carry on each dollar’s worth 
of our foreign trade. The highest point 
reached in the past decade was 9.3 cents 
per dollar in 1894, a somewhat striking 
indication of the larger use of gold in 
bad times, and a fact which would seem 
to be further emphasized by the rise 
again to 8.3 cents per dollar in 1896, an- 
other bad year, after the partial recov- 
ery of the previous one. For 1898 the 
average of 7 cents, a slight increase over 
the 6.6-cent average for 1897, is not ex- 
plicable on these grounds; nor does the 
rise to 5 cents for the current year after 
4 cents last year lend itself to solution 
in this way. The point which seems 
clearly established is that the use of gold 
does not show expanding tendency with 
the great advance made in the country’s 
foreign trade relations, but that, on the 
other hand, an actually smaller amount 


is called into activity. 


MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The stock market yesterday was charac- 
ter:zed by a further display of listlessness 
and irregular price movement. Total 
transactions again feéll below the half- 
million mark, while prices moved up and 
down and down and up without any ap- 
parent regard to news or other develop- 
ments. It was, in short, purely a profes- 
sional market held in check by the fear, 
notwithstanding official assurances to the 
contrary, that money rates might suddenly 
advance because of preparations making 
for the July disbursements and hold for 
some time at the higher figures. As the 
expert testimony published in these col- 
umns on Sunday showed, there does not 
seem.to be any substantial basis for this 
alarm, it being agreed that should any 
flurry in rates occur—and none is antici- 
pated--it would be but temporary; but de- 
spite this there is hesitancy on the part of 
many market operators further to extend 
their commitments until all danger of any 
money tightness is past—until, in other 
words, the July disbursements actually be- 
gin. In the meantime, however, two things 
are very clear; one, that the larger finan- 
ciul interests are quietly accumulating 
stocks at present prices; the other that 
there is no pressure to sell. Such selling 
as is in evidence is attributed in part to 
liquidation by tired holders, in part to prof- 
{t taking and in part to sales for the short 
account. 

Hence it was that yesterday the market 
showed more irregularity than for some 
time past. While strength was appearing 
in certain shares, such, for instance, as 
the local railway stocks, Illinois Central, 
American Sugar, General Electric, Iowa 
Central preferred, and Sault Ste. Marie, 
weakness was coincidently developing in 
such shares as American Tobacco, Ameri- 
can Snuff, Nickel Plate second preferred, 
Minneapolis and St. Louis, Union Pacific, 
and St. Paul. Prices tended in no certain 
direction, moving largely according te the 
whims of the professional traders, though 
in some measure affected by the persistent 
investment demand. 

There was not much news affecting the 
market, and such as there was received lit- 
tle attention. For example, the only mar- 
ket effect of the damage to Norfolk and 
Western by the destructive cloudburst in 
West Virginia was a drop of a point in the 
common stock on dealings in little more 
than 3,000 shares, while not a share of the 
preferred was traded in. In some quarters 
there had been expectation that the stocks 
would open ‘‘ away down,” and traders un- 
dertook to sell the common short. This 
selling, however, disclosed an investment 
demand at about ruling prices, and hence 
the stoppage of the decline. Similarly, in 
the face of the Reading strike the common 
stock of that company actually advanced, 
while the preferred shares declined only 
fractionally. As for Jersey Central, where 
a strike also is threatened, that stock rose 
@ full point. 

During the day a number of excellent 
statements of railway earnings were put 
out, but these also the Street ignored. They 
included Northwest, whose net gain in 
May was $204,970; Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois, with a net gain for the same month 
of. $66,700; Pan Handle, whose net increase 
was $60,700, and Northern Pacific, which 
in the second week in June showed an in- 
crease in gross of $80,600. 

Concerning particular stocks, the local 
railway shares advanced on continued con- 
solidation talk not generally credited. 
There was also a revival of.the gossip of a 
probable lease of Manhattan to either Met- 
repolitan or New York Central. Russell 
Sage, who at one time was responsible for 
a report that Manhattan might be leased 
to the Central, now says there is nothing 
in any lease story. Louisville and Nash- 
ville eased off when it was stated on what 
seemed to be good authority that there is 
little expectation of an increase in the divi- 
dend at the next dividend meeting, to be 
heli in a few days. Illinois Central showed 
decided strength on the report that ar- 
rangements had been made for a connec- 
tion at New Orleans for an ocean line of 
travel, while there was buying, also, on 
the beliet that as a 6 per cent. stock tue 
issue is selling relatively too low. Sugar’s

DR. MOMENT IS REINSTATED 


Brooklyn Clergyman Admits His 
. Guilt and Is Rebuked. 


Resolution Removing Sentence of Sus- 
pension Is Then Passed by the 
Presbytery. 


Dr. Alfred H. Moment, pastor 


The Rev 
Brooklyn, whose al- 


of Immanuel Church, 
leged transgressions have agitated the 
Brooklyn Presbytery for nearly a year, 
yesterday returned to the Presbytery his 
call to Immanuel Church, pleaded guilty to 
the charges of untruthfulness and con- 
tumacy that had been preferred against 


him, and threw himself upon the mercy of 
the Presbytery. 

The Presbytery, acting upon the initia- 
tive of the Rev. Dr. J. F. Carson, voted, in 
view statement of Dr. Moment, to 
rebuke him. The rebuke was administered 
by the Acting Moderator, the Rev, Warren 
H. Wilson, and after its utterance it was 
voted to restore Dr. Moment to his func- 
tions as a minister of the Church. 

The members of the Presbytery met yes- 
terday for the purpose of trying Dr. Mo- 
ment, who had up till then refused to re- 
turn his call, and who was charged with 
untruthfully stating to a newspaper re- 
porter that he was not accused of immor- 
ality at the trial which ended with his sus- 
pension last November. Dr. Moment, on 
the previous Monday, had denied the right 
of the Presbytery to proceed against him, 
as well as its right«to demand his recall. 
The Presbytery had, however, overruled 
all of his technical objections. 

When the meeting was called to order 
and convened as a court, -the. Rev. Dr. 
Carson said he had great satisfaction in 
saying that Dr. Moment would read a 
statement. The Presbytery voted to hear 
it, and Dr. Moment walked forward, and 
in a clear and distinct voice, read a long 
typewritten document. While reading his 
statement he handed his call to Immanuel 
Church to the Clerk of the Presbytery. 
The essential portions of his statement 


were as follows 
“I am persuaded that the charge of un- 


uthfulness is based on a misunderstand- 
_ of what I meant when I said that no 
one had ventured to perjure his soul by 
swearing immorality against me on the 
preceding trial. In the sense in which I 
used the word, I meant immorality in the 
grosser form, and, as so used, the state- 
ment was true, but in the broader sense 
in which the word might be taken, my 
statement would not be regarded as true. 
I had no intention to speak anything that 
Was not true. 

“With reference to the charge of con- 
tumacy based upon my failure to return the 
call of Immanuel Church into the hands of 
the Presbytery, and upon disobedience to 
the direction of the Judicial Commission, 
that I refrain from preaching in Immanuel 
Church, I admit that my action in these 
particulars was ill-advised and misguided. 

“With reference to the charge of con- 
duct unbecoming a minfster, 1 would say 
that I am absolutely innocent of any 
wrongdoing in the way of immorality in its 

rosser form. I do confess to certain con- 
uct that was unbecoming a minister of 
the Gospel, without, however, any realiza- 
tion at the time that the conduct was rep- 
rehensible in itself.” 

Dr. Moment then proceeded to say that 
with the qualifications which he had made, 
he pleaded guilty to the charges against 

im. 
nthe Rev. Dr. Carson submitted a motion 
that, in view of the statement of Dr. 
Moment, he be rebuked. This motion was 
seconded by Dr. Joseph D. Burrell, the 
Rev. Dr. Foote, and the Rev. Joseph Wilil- 
iamson, Jr., of the prosecuting committee. 

The Rev. Dr. Donald McLaren thought 
the Presbytery should not allow itself to 
run away with its emotions, and ‘moved to 
go into executive session and decide the 
case. Immediately there were protests 
from every side. Dr. Carson said that, if 
it would not be discourteous, he would re- 
fuse to sit in any more executive sessions. 
He thought the case should be decided in 
the eyes of the whole world. Dr. Mc- 
Laren’s motion was supported by only two 
yotes. 

Dr. Carson's original 
adopted unanimously, and the Rev. Dr. 
Wilson, Acting Moderator, then adminis- 
tered the rebuke. Dr. Moment arose from 
his seat to receive the rebuke, and the 
other members of the Presbytery stood up 
with him. Dr. Wilson said: 

“Dr. Moment, it is my painful duty by 
virtue of the authority conferred upon me 
by the Presbytery, and in view of the con- 
fession of guilt in regard to the matter 
charged against you, to administer the re- 
buke of the Presbytery to you, and I crave 
for you and ourselves God’s mercy, and 
in His name I pray that it may be well 
with us all. Your words and sorrow have 
moved us deeply, and we are glad to wel- 
come you back to us, in so far as your 
status has been affected by the resolution 
passed.”’ 

While another motion was being pre- 
pared, a recess was taken. About fifteen 
of the sixty members of the Presbytery 

resent went over and shook hands with 

r. Moment. When the Presbytery re- 
assembled, it adopted, with one dissenting 
voice, this resolution offered by Dr. Car- 
son: 

Whereas, The Presbytery has heard the state- 
ment of the Rev. Alfred H. Moment, D. D., 
econcerning the charges on which he was tried 
and found gufity by the Presbytery through its 
Judicial Commission, and, 

Whereas, The Rev. Alfred H. Moment, D. D., 
has expressed in this statement his sorrow and 
contrition, and has asked the forgiveness of 
Presbytery; therefore 

Resolved, That the sentence 
passed by this Presbytery upon the sald Rev. 
Alfred H. Moment, D. D., be and hereby is re- 
moved, and he be restored to his functions as a 
minister of the Gospel. 

The members of Immanuel Church re- 
fused to say whether Dr. Moment would 
be again called. Another preacher has 
been announced to fill that pulpit for next 
Sunday. Dr. Moment is now the pastor 
of no church. He is simply a member in 
good standing of the Brooklyn_ Presbytery.

LAWYER- PATRICK SUED. 


Dispossess Action for Non-Payment of 
Rent—Wishes Some One Would 
Oust Him from Tombs. 


Lawyer Albert T. Patrick, who is in the 
Tombs Prison charged with murder and 
forgery in connection with the death of 
Millionaire Rice, is the defendant in an ac- 
tion for non-payment of rent, brought in 
the City Court by the executors of the 
Bernheimer estate through Lawyer Sig- 
mund Wechsler of 261 Broadway. 

According to Lawyer Wechsler, Patrick 
leased 316 West Fifty-eighth Street in 
May, 1900, for three years, at a yearly 
rental of $1,650. Since Patrick's incar- 
ceration in the Tombs Prison no rent has 
been forthcoming. The house has been 
taken care of by Mrs. Francis, his house- 
keeper, who testified for him at the pre- 
ealoary examination held before Justice 
Jerome. A representative of the Bern- 
heimer estate called upon Mrs. Francis for 
the payment of the rent. She declared 
that she had no money, and referred her 
ealler to Patrick. The accused lawyer also 
said he had no money, so the claim vas 
put in the hands of Lawyer Wechsler: for 
eollection. 

Mr. Wechsler visited Patrick in the 
Tombs Prison, and there served him with 
a copy of the complaint, and also notice 
of the dispossess proceedings to be insti- 
tuted against him. Patrick took the papers, 
sighed, and said, with much feeling: 

“*T wish some one would serve me with 
a dispossess notice to oust me from the 
Tombs. You may be sure I would vacate 
before the three days’ grace expired.” 


CONTEST OVER LACY ESTATE. 


Examination of Witnesses Begun to De- 
termine Legality of a Codicil. 
The contest over the will of John Lacy, 
lace manufacturer, was commenced yes- 
terday before Surrogate Fitzgerald. The 
estate is worth several hundred thousand 
dollars, nearly all of which went to his 
widow and daughters. One bequest of 
$1,000 was in a codicil increased to $8,000, 
and it is this bequest which is being fought 

by Mrs. Lacy and her children. 
The beneficiary under this bequest was 


Mrs. Ellen’ Healy, who had been his nurse 
for thirteen years. The contestants allege 
that she used undue influence on the testa- 
tor and that he was incompetent at the 
time the codicil was drawn. 

The only witness called yesterday was 
Lemuel idmore, the lawyer who drew 
the codicil. Mr. Skidmore testified to crll- 
ing on Mr. Lacy three days before he died 
and at his request drawing the codicil.

Healy’s daughter, who was a witness to 
ee codicil, will go on the stand this morn- 
ng. 


THE CHARGE FOR PARK CHAIRS. 


Park Commissioner Clausen Thinks the 
New Plan a Good/One. 

Park Commissioner Clausen said yester- 
day that the privMege granted to Oscar F. 
Spate to provide reed-bott chairs in cer- 
tain portions of Central Park, for which a 
small fee was to be paid by those using 
them, was allowed under the general au- 
thority of the Park Commission to license 
park privileges. 

‘We have to license the restaurants, the 
donkeys, the goat wagons, the boats, the 
miniature railroad, and the various other 
privileges,”’ he said. ‘In the case of these 
chairs, we charge a license fee of $500 a 
year. The charges are usually apportioned 
in accordance with the extent of the privi- 
leges granted. 

“It has seldom been the case that any 
park privileges were granted under compe- 
tition. The theory is that it is better that 
a small fee shall be charged and the public 
set the benefit, rather than that a large 
icense be exacted and the citizens have to 
pay more for individual enjoyment of the 
privileges allowed.”’ 

Mr. Clausen said that the newly under- 
taken plan had been treid in many Euro- 
pean parks with good results. He said the 
matter was an experiment here, but one 
that he-believed would be found to be a 
good scheme. He said he was glad of the 
discussion that had been aroused on the 
subject. 


DEBTS BANKRUPTS MUST PAY. 


Court Decides Judgments Are Not Ex- 
empt on Dr. Tinker’s Motion for Dis- 
charge from One of $50,000. 


An application made on behalf of Dr. 
Charles A. Tinker to have a judgment for 
$50,000 and costs, obtained by Frederick 
L. Colwell against him on Feb. 2, 1897, for 
alienating the affections of Mrs. Genevieve 
L. Colwell, discharged and wiped from the 
records of the Supreme Court, was denied 
yesterday by Justice Gildersleeve. 

Dr. Tinker, to escape this judgment, be- 
fan proceedings to be declared a bankrupt. 
On Feb. 2, 1900, he received his certificate 
of bankruptcy and was discharged from 
the payment of all obligations to his cred- 
itors, with the exception of debts exempt- 
ed by the bankruptcy law. He then made 
the application to have the judgment wiped 
from the record of the court. Justice Gil- 
dersleeve holds that this judgment is not 
exempted by the bankruptcy law. 

The Colwells, who were prominent in 
Harlem circles, were married in 1889. Dr. 
Tinker was their family physician. Col- 
well, with several detectives, broke into 
his wife’s bedroom and found Dr. Tinker 
and his wife together. Besides suing for 
a divorce, Colwell brought a suit for $50,000 
damages for the alienation of his wife's 
affections, and received a verdict for the 
full amount claimed. Dr. Tinker subse- 
quently tried to have the judgment set 
aside as excessive and against the weight 
of evidence, but was unsuccessful. 


MRS. BARKER VISITS HUSBAND. 


Calls at Jail with Three of Her Friends 
—Ecclesiastical Trial for the Rev. 


John Keller Discussed. 

Mrs. Thomas G. Barker, wife of the con- 
victed assailant of the Rev. John Keller, 
visited her husband in the Hudson County 
jail yesterday for the first time since his 
conviction. She was accompanied by Miss 
Germond, Mrs. Malloy, and a man® whose 
name was not divulged. They arrived at 
the jail in a coach shortly after 2 o'clock, 
and were at once escorted to the reception 
room, to which Barker was admitted a few 
minutes later. 

Warden Sullivan says the meeting be- 
tween Barker and his wife was very af- 
fectionate, but he did not hear what was 
said, as he withdrew at once, leaving a 
guard outside the door. The interview 
lasted about an hour. As soon as it ended 
the party re-entered the coach and was 
driven back to Arlington. No one was per- 
mitted to speak to Mrs. Barker or her 
friends when they arrived or departed. 

Richard V. Lindabury of Elizabeth, N. J., 
who has been retained by Mr. Keller's 
friends, was in Jersey City yesterday and 
had a’ brief consultation with Marshall Van 
Winkle and Albert C. Wall, counsel for 
Barker. Mr. Lindabury said that he should 


advise Mr. Keller to apply to Bishop 
Starkey for a trial by an ecclesiastical 
court. 

“‘I shall also insist,’’ he added, ‘“ upon 
a public trial. The public will not, of 
course, consider the findings of an ec- 
clesiastical court as disposing of the case. 
It cares nothing about verdicts, but forms 
its opinions from the testimony as it reads 
it in the newspapers. 

‘““A secret hearing would be worse than 
useless. I know little about the laws of 
Mr. Keller’s church, but I suppose they 
permit a public hearing of charges against 
a clergyman. If it is impossible to have a 
public hearing I will advise against an ec- 
clesiastical trial, for it would not serve to 
vindicate Mr. Keller unless all the proceed- 
ings were given to the public. 

“The only alternative I can see would be 
a libel suit against one of the newspapers 
that published Mrs. Barker's alleged con- 
fession. I am loath to institute suit for 
libel against any newspaper, as I am con- 
vinced that there was no malice in the pub- 
lication of Mrs. Barker’s alleged confes- 
sion. I have not yet communicated with 
Mr. Keller personally, but will probably do 
so in a day or two.” 

Mr. Van Winkle said nothing definite had 
pot neem done regarding Mr. Barker's ap- 
peal. 

‘* We cannot decide exactly what we shall 
do,”’ be added, ‘“‘ until we have heard from 
Mr. Barker's friends. There will be no dif- 
ficulty in securing bail, but the costs of an 
appeal will be from $800 to $900, and of 
course nothing can be done in that direc- 
tion unless Mr. Barker's friends raise the 
money.”’ 

It is expected that Barker will be ar- 
raigned for sentence on Thursday. 


PERJURY CASE CONTINUED. 


E. S. Stokes Too III to Appear in Court 


Against Grahams Polley. 

The second trial of Grahams Polley on the 
charge of perjury growing out of a civil 
suit involving the transfer of stock of the 
Hoffman House had begun before Record- 
er Goff in General Sessions yesterday 
morning and nine jurors had been secured, 
when Assistant District Attorney Le Bar- 
bier. announced that he had received word 
that Edward S. Stokes, the prosecuting wit- 
ness, was seriously ill at his home, 209 
West Seventy-ninth Street. Mr. Le Barbier 
declared that it would be bazardous to his 


life to compel him to be present, and moved 
that the case be adjourned indefinitely. 
John B. Stanchfield, olley’¢ counsel, ac- 
quiesced in the motion. olley was tried 
once before and the jury disagreed. 

Mr. Stokes was found sitting up at his 
home. He said that the hot weather of 
Sunday had overcome him. He said that 
his condition was not serious and that he 
would be able to be present in court to-day. 


CONVICTED BURGLAR WON’T EAT. 


Starving Himself, Is Sentenced to Nine 
Years in Sing Sing. 

Refusing to eat since his conviction last 
week for burglary in the second degree, 
John Coogan, alias Frank Reynolds, was 
yesterday sentenced by Judge Newburger 
to nine years’ imprisonment, and then hur- 
ried away to Sing Sing, at the request of 
Warden Hagen of the Tombs, who did not 
want the prisoner to die on his hands. 

Coogan was convicted of having entered 
the house of John F. Doyle, at 14 West 
Eighty-seventh Street, on Feb. 18 last, by 
way of the porch. hen discovered he 
was packing up the family silver. The 
police claimed that Coogan, or Reynolds, is 
an old ‘“‘ second story’ man, and say he is 
well known te the police of many cities. 

Immediately after conviction Coogan was 
remanded to the Tombs to await sentence. 
Since that time he has steadfastly refused 
to partake of any food. arden Hagan 
reported this fact to Judge Newburger yes- 
terday. and declared that the prisoner was 
starving himself to death. udge Néw- 
burger, after passing sentence, issued an 
order to Deputy Sheriff Kelly .to. proceed 
to Sing Sing with Coogan immediately, 
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FIRED AS CROWD GAZED| 


Demented _Man’s Dramatic At- 
tempts at Suicide. 


Revolver Missing Fire the First Time, 
He Wrote a Note, Then Sent a 
Bullet Into His Head. 


Laboring under the hallucination that his 
friends were trying to oust him from his 
position and that his wife thought him in- 
sane, Charles Lamb, thirty-five years old, 
attempted suicide by shooting himself yes- 
terday afternoon in front of the office of 
the Consolidated Gas Company, One Hun- 
dred and Fourteenth Street and Third Ave- 
nue, where he was employed. 

Lamb, who lived with his wife and two 
children at Briggs Avenue and Fourth 
Street, William’s Bridge, was employed up 
to a couple of months ago by the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company as a collector. It was 
his duty to collect the quarters that had 
been placed in the slot meters. -Two months 
ago his mind gave way and he received a 
month's vacation with full salary to re- 
cuperate. His condition, however, did not 
improve, and he has been wandering about 
the streets muttering to himself and brood- 
ing over his imaginary troubles for several 
days past. 

About 1:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
Lamb was noticed sitting on the curbstone 
in front of ‘the Consolidated Gas Company’s 
office, mopping his forehead with a hand- 
kerchief and apparently in great distress. 
Policeman March and several passers-by, 
thinking that he had been overcome with 


the heat, offered him assistance, which he 
refused. At length he arose, and standing 
against an iron railing drew a revolver 
and placing it against his right temple 
pulled the trigger. The cartridge, however, 
did not explode. He made an impatient ges- 
ture and walked hurriedly away.. Turning 
into Lexington Avenue he sat on the stoop 
of a house and scribbled the following note: 
June 24, 1901. 

Hounded out of my position, which I had held 
for the past sixteen years, and slandered by the 
Same party, and all for petty spite. But never 
mind. I go to my Maker without a fear and 
a clean mind. What I do to myse)f I should do 
to him, but will not for my children’s sake. [ 
will leave him to his God. . LAMB. 

P. 8.—I pulled the trigger and it did not go 
off at 1:50 P. M. at One Hundred and Four- 
teenth Street and Third Avenue. 

Folding this note carefully and putting it 
in his vest pocket, Lamb retraced his steps, 
and again seated himself on the curbstone. 
His haggard, wild-eyed appearance caused 
a crowd to collect about him, and annoyed 
by questions as to whether he was in need 
ot assistance, he suddenly jumped to his 
feet and drew his revolver. Immediatel 
the crowd broke and scattered in all di- 
rections, and Lamb, with a wild laugh, 
placed the revolver to his right temple and, 
as the awe-stricken crowd watched him, he 
pulled the trigger. There was a sharp re- 
port, and he tell to the sidewalk uncon- 
scious. A hurry call was_ sent by Police- 
man March to Harlem Hospital, where 
Lamb was removed. ~ His condition is criti- 


When searched 2 cents, a rosary, and the 
note he had written were found, and in 
addition the following: 


He had an easy thing with me. He knew 

where my work for the day would be. Then 
he would send some of his men to meet “me. 
Driscoll, Eschart, or Morris, or in the even- 
ing he would have ‘ Ed*’. Heaney meet me. 
When I complained of his treatment Of me they 
told me I was mistaken. ‘They all believed him. 
Even my wife thought that I was insane and 
that he had not abused. 
_At the office of the Consolidated. Gas 
Company, One Hundred and Fourteenth 
Street and Third Avenue, the Assistant 
Superintendent said that Lamb had, up 
to the time he was taken sick, two months 
ago, always been a most faithful and hon- 
est employe of the company, but that he 
had undoubtedly lost his reason; also that 
he evidently referred to the foreman of the 
meter shop in his note, but that there was 
not the slightest ground for'the man’s hal- 
lucinations. 


CHARLES H. VINES A SUICIDE. 


American Trading and Export Compa- 
ny’s Manager Shoots Himself. 
Charles H. Vines, forty years of age, the 
manager for the American Trading and 
Export Company, at 18 to 21 Park Row, 
shot himself yesterday aftethoon, and died 
before a doctor could be summoned. Busi- 
ness troubles are thought to have been 

the cause of the suicide. 

Vines, with his wife and baby, ‘lived at 
2,465 Broadway, whére hé had sublet an 
apartment, furnished, from Mrs. Robert 


Truepel, who was away for the Summer, at 
Mamaroneck. Mrs. Truepel returned to the 
city yesterday and: went to the apartment 
at about 1 o'clock. She had not collected 
any remt from Vines, and was bent on 
getting some. She found him alone clean- 
ing two revolvers. He explained that he 
was out of funds for the present, but would 
be able to give her some money in a few 
days. Mrs. Truepel, however, insisted -that 
she must have some money. This seemed 
to exasperate Vines, who exclaimed: 

““T haven't any money, and in a few 
minutes I'll blow my brains out.”’ 

Mrs. Truepel left the flat. On the ground 
floor she_ stopped to speak to the janitor, 
George H, essler, and while they were 
talking a shot was heard. The janitor ran 
up stairs and found Vines sitting on a 
sofa with a bullet in his. left breast. The 
janitor summoned a policeman, who sent 
an ambulance call. hen Dr. Hanan of 
the J. Hood Wright Hospital arrived he 
pronounced the man dead. . 

Mrs. Vines, who had been out, returned 
soon after the tragedy. She said that her 
husband had sent her away in the morn- 
ing, telling h that he would be down 
town later, and that after she had done 
some shopping he wished her to meet him 
and go to luncheon with him. After wait- 
ing until 2 o'clock she had returned to find 
him dead. It appears that he sént the 
nurse girl of the family out with the baby 
at 11:30 o'clock, telling her to remain in 
the Park all the afternoon. 

The janitor said that a butcher to whom 
Vines owed a bill had been in the flat a 
few minutes before Mrs. Truepel : arrived. 
re pressed for payment, and Vines lost his 
emper., 


MILES McDONNELL ON TRIAL. 


Jury Selected in the Murder Case Aris- 
ing Out of the Onawa Cafe 
Shooting. 


Miles McDonnell, the Harlem gambler, 
who shot and killed George Price and 
wounded three other men in a fight in the 
Onawa Café, at One Hundred and Twenty- 
ty-fifth Street and Park Avenue on De- 
cember 28, last was placed on trial before 
Justice Fursman in the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court yesterday, charged 
with murder in the first degree: 

McDonnell pleads that he acted in self- 
defense, and Levy & Unger, his counsel, 
promise startling developments’ before the 
trial is over. They intimate that the tes- 
timony will reveal the existence of a feud 
between two factions of Harlem gamblers, 
and it is understood that the woman said 
to have been the cause of the feud and of

McDonnell’s wife, an elderly woman with 
a gentle face,\sat beside her broad-shoul- 
dered husband yesterday while the jury- 
men were being selected. She and her hus- 
band held a conference as each talesman 
was called, and if his looks were not sat- 
isfactory to Mrs. McDonnell the defense 
promptly challenged. _McDonnell, when 
the Coroner’s jury voted for his discharge 
by a vote of eight to four, wore a long 
blonde mustache. Since his indictment he 
has grown a Van Dyke beard, which, in 
shafp contrast to his closely cropped brown 
hair, is almost reve ae | en.

MAY WAGE WAR ON GAMBLING. 


Judge Jerome Says New Comfhittee 
May Take Up ‘Fifteen’s Work. 


Justice Jerome intimated yesterday that 
the formation of a’ new committee td wage 
war against protected gambling in the city 
in case the Committee of Fifteen decide to 
abandon their efforts in this direction was 
not improbable. 

‘Personally, I know neither directly nor 
indirectly’ of the formation of any such 
committee,”’ he said, “ yet I have not the 
slightest doubt that such a thing is possi- 
ble.. New York is a great city for com- 
mittées, you'know. It would be the great- 
est pity to throw away the mastery of the 
situation which we-have obtained by three 
months’ work. To hold things.where they 
are, only a small amount of money would 
be needed; $3,000 a month would answer the 
purpose.”’ 

Replying to the suggestion that many 
people think that raids will not result in 
establishing connection between the police 
and the gamblers, Judge Jerome said: 

‘Well, we got pretty close to that when 
we found Frank Farrell's check in the 
place at 111 East Fourteenth Street. If 
that clue had been followed up by criminal 
proceedings against Michael Maher, who 
drew the check, don’t you think some 
things of interest to the Committee of 
Fifteen and the general public might have 
been developed?” 

The Justice said he did not think the 
raids of the Committee of Fifteen would 
gain votes for Tammany, but that thoy 
would have a contrary. effect.

Thirty Caught in a Raid Get Sentences 
of from. Ten to Thirty Days. 


Thirty raid cases of the Committee of Fif- 
teen were disposed of at the June term of 
Judge Warren W.’ Foster's Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, which was adjourned yester- 
day for the month.
